OHICAGO. 

An adjourned meeting of the Third Ward 
Republican Club was held last evening on the 
corner of Thirty-second street and Wabash ave- 
nue, Mr. R. H. White in the chair. The discus- 
sion on the.silver question, which was left un- 
finished at the previous meeting, was re- 
sumed. 

MR. D. W. JACKSON, 

of the Fourth Ward, held that there was no 
need for considering whether the bill demone- 
tizing silver was passed surreptiously or 
not, The question at issue was 
how many grains of silver should 
constitute the American dollar, and how 
much silver should be a legal-tender. The 
question of free coinage must also be consid- 
ered. He could see no excuse for allowing tbe 
holder of silyer bullion, 41244 grains of which 
was conceded to be worth about 91 cents, to 
have his buJlion coined into dollars by paying 
the mint charges. These amounted to about 
one and one-half cents on the dollar, so 
that the silver owners would derive a 
profit of 7 per cent. Nor did Mr. 
Jackson think that 
had the right to decree that 91 cents’ worth of 
silver, plus the mint charges, constituted a 
legal dollar by reason of its bearing the mint 
stamp. The bullion and coin values should be 
made equal. Increased production was auswera- 
ble for the depreciation in the value of silver, 
which had not been affected by the demonetiza- 
tion act. Remonetization would cause an ad- 
vance in the price of silver bullion, and the 
speaker believed that a eomputation could be 
made as to the relative values of bullion and 
coined silver,on which to base the calculation as to 
how many grains should conatizute-s be al dol- 
lar, As to the bonds issued there 
would be no breach of faith in why them at 
maturity in silver. At the time or were is- 
suea silver was legal-tender of the United 
States, apd ovpes man who lent his money was 
sup to know, and must naturally have 
known, this fact. The bonds issued since 1873 
must be paid in gold, for that was the only 
legal coin of the United States at the time of 
their issue. a 

In considering the possibilities of the coinage 

of mere, it must be remembered that the ma- 
ority of the people believed, rightly or wrongly, 
125 the remonetization of the silver dollar 
would be the precursor of an improved financial 
condition. The argument that the existing 
mints were insufficient to coin any large 
amount of silver did not enter into the argu- 
ment, for the Government could very soon con- 
struct new ones. 
MR. J. H. BEES 
agreed with the last speaker as to free coinage, 
but thought that he was as to the decline 
in the bullion value of silver. That, he believed 
was caused — — the demonetization of 
silver in German the bonds, every one 
of them |. whenever issued bore on its face the 
words, This bond is payable in coin of the 
United States on July 14, 1870.“ It had been 
said that only 8,000,000 silver dollars had ever 
been coined, but it ‘should be remembered that 
all the subsidiary coins were a legal-tender to 
anv amount, and that the total amount of sil- 
ver coined up to the demonetiza- 
tion act was about $54,000,000. 
un P. B. SMITH 
believed that the remonetization of silver would 
tend t) prevent fluctuations in the value of 
money, and that a double standard was there- 
fore desirable. The great advantage of a double 
standard was that the volume of money in the 
country would be increased, and a rise in the 
price of money grhich was alw ays disadvantage- 
ous to the poorer class, would be avoided. He 
believed it was universally conceded that the 
Government had a perfect right under the letter 
of their contract to pay the bonds in 
Silver dollars of 41 ins, nine-tenths fine. 
The people of the United States had always had 
the option, prior to 1873, of paying their debts 
in gold or silver, and had always elected to do 
so in the cheaper metal, whichever that might 
be. The demonetization att had increased the 
ublic debt at least 5 per cept, and there was no 
ardship intlicteu on the bondholders, who 
bought bonds at 35 cents on the dollar, in pay- 
ing them in what constituted the coin 
of the United States when the trans 
action was effected. The demonetization of 
silver, while it had not actually caused 
the hard times, had rayated them, and the 
restoration of the old dollar, though it would 
not at once remove the existing financial de- 
pression, would mitigate it. Although it was 
true that the act dropping the siiver dollar 
from the coinage seemed not to have been 
ed so secretly as was supposed, it was also 
rue that the act destroving the legal-tender 
qualities of the silver dollar was not 
in Congress, and that the people knew little or 
nothing about it. 
MR. D. K. TENNEY, 
premising that although he had been written 
up as a person densely ignorant of the ques- 
tion, he really knew ali about it, and that he 
was the friend and champion of "the working- 
man, proceeded to State that his especial client 
would lose 10 per cent of his day’s wages by the 
remonetization of siiver. Articles of general 
cousumption would iperease in price, and the 
workingman who received a silver dollar for his 
dav's work would onty be able to purchase 90 
cents’ worth of flour or groceries with it. Bank- 
ers were in favor of a gold standard, although 
constituting as they do adebtor class ; they co 
pay their debts cheaper in silver. Yet they ad- 
red to gold because it had a staple value. 
While conceding that it might be legal to pay 
the bonds in silver, he contended that it would 
be both disgraeetul and impolitie to doso. He 
wanted no universal bankruptcy, but the pay- 
ment of the bonds in the customary coin of the 
country. 
nation and had always paid its debis in goid. 
MR. LOUIS STONE 
was in favor of the Bland Silver bill because it 
undid a wrong, because the demonetization act 
was unconstitutional, and because remonetiza- 
tion was necessary as a prelude to specie re- 
sumption. He fully believed that the passage 
of the act was fraudulent and clandestine, tor 
neither the legislators who voted ior it nor the 
President who signed it knew that its effect 
would be to abolisn the silver dollar, The 
speaker regarded the difference in the values of 
gold and silver as caused entirely by tae demon- 
etigation of the silver dollar, aud believed 
that Congress transcended its power in 
passing the act. There were two hundred 
millions of greenbacks in New York — 
would be presented at the Treasury and 
demanded for them in about ten months 
now unless the Resumption act was repealed. 
To meet this the United States had about thir- 
ty-two millions in gold, and unless silver was

Some of the Discouragements the Pool Com- 
Disation Has to Contend With. 
Special Diepatech to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Jan. 19.—Runiors regarding tne 
cutting of freight-rates are numerous and con- 
tinued. The bulk of the charges is against the 
Grand Trunk, often the leader ln past breaks. 
The merchants and manufacturers of the Kast 


are not less anxious than those West to in- 


augurate another war for cheap rates, and use 
every means known to ent the tariff. The 
Times says: “The Grand Trunk Rallway of 
Canada has opened a new route, or 
resurrected a very old one, via the 
Maine Steamsbip Company’s steamers to Port- 
land, and thence by rail. They had to offer in- 
ducements. As near as can be learned they 
have made a contract for freight to various 
points iu the West at a rebate ag follows: 
Twenty cents on first-class, 15 cents on second, 
10 cents on third, and5 to 8 ts on fourth- 
class from the Chicago basis of the al)-ral pool- 
lines; thatis,rates to the Chicago pool-lines are: 
First-class, $1; second-class, 80 cents; third- 
class, 60 cents; fourthclass, 45 cents. 
Grand Trunk, via Portland, Me.: First-class, 
80 cents; second-class, 65 cents; third-ctass, 
50 cepts; fourth class, 40 cents. The rates in- 
clude insurance to Portiand, which is covered by 
open poliey on the cargo. Beyond Chieago 
they use tue rates of connecting lines the same 
as the ali-rail routes. Therefore these facts 
must be taken e Nn in estimating 
the influence of this route on the pool lines. 
They have to pay an arbitrary rate to the Port- 
land steamers. ev cannot pro- rate at present 
beyond Chicago, and the steamers leave —— 
oo Mondays and Thursdays, and are alread 
overcrowded that on the last trip clean — 
class goods were put in the cabin for want of 
room elsewhere. 

But another factor, perhaps, overlooked by 
the I, has arisen in the action of certain 
Southern lines. These are the Green Line, via 
steamer to n, and thence to St. Louis 
by the St. Louis, Iron Mountain & Southern 
Railway, from Hickman, Leun.

The number who have judg- 
ments out against them for debts to country 
shopkeepers is larger than usual, and those who 
have small holdings will have a hard struggle 
for some time.

HAVE ALL BEEN SHORT AND BAD. 
The chief drawback is with respect to the 
potatoes, in which there has been a serious 
faliing-off, both in quality and quantity. Even 
those which seemed'to be tolerably good will 
not k and the farmers are getting rid of 
them. The failure of this harvest will entail a 
double loss, first in the value of the crop, 
and next in the means of subststence for their 
families, and that important member of the 
household, the pig. Prices of live stock and of 
wool have been lower than in 1876, while 
potatoes have been 30 to 40 per cent dearer 
than they were last year. In anticipation of a 
period of severe depression, banks and com- 
mercial establishments are exercising caution, 
and restricting their credits and their specula- 
tions within limits which appear to be safe. The 
weather, which at the critical period was injuri- 
ous to the cereal crops, was favorable to grasses, 
and there is an abundance of bay and straw. 
This is of great advantage in the butter dis- 
tricts, and accordingly there has been an in- 
crease in the year of 55,000 casks in the Cork 
butter market, representing a money increase 
at the ordinary rates of about £200,000. This, 
it will be seen, is au important element in the 
trade of the country. Great attention is be- 
stowed upon it, so that the quality of the butter 
is daily improving. 
ANOTHER CHEERING FACT 
is the success of the fisheries during the past 
year, especially of the herring-fisheries at 
Howth, Arklow, and Kinsale. At the latter 
place it has been so prosperous that the fisher- 
men are in good heart, and are increasing the 
number of boats and making them of a better 
class. The want of piet-accommodation for 
boats at Arklow apd Kinsale, however, is bit-

than might have been expected. It is also 
worth mentioning that, although pauperism has 
increased, skilled labor is in demand at good 
prices, and hard to be obtained in the couutry 
towns. The exports and imports at Belfast and 
Waterford have been larger than in the last 
year. Inthe port of Dublin the improvements 
of the docks and quays are still continued, but 
though they are extensive. they fall far short of 
the requirements of, commerce, which have 
become so great thaf sufficient berths are not 
obtainable for the cross-Channel steam traffic. 
Since last year the leading trunk lines of rafl- 
way have been connected at the North Wall, 
where a fine terminus has been erected by the 
London & Northwestern Railway Company, 
and passengers can now proceed from Cork, 
Limerick, Derry and other cities and towns in 
the remotest north and west through to the 
Holyhead steamer and thencé to London, with- 
out having to make any delay in Dublin. Tais 
will diminish the traffic in the streets of the 
Irish Capital, but they can afford to part with a 
good deal, as at some points and periods of the 
day it is scarcely manageable. Business in the 
city shows 

LITTLE SIGN OF DEPRESSION, 
and shops are still extending, house rents rising, 
and new dwelliggs springing up in every direc- 
tion. For the first time for many vears the ex- 
ports of porter show a falling off of about 
3 per cent. e total shipments this year 
were about 367.000 hogsheads. Those of 
the Mesers. Guinness were about the 
same as in the year 1876, and they are 
erecting another large brewery to meet the in- 
creasing demands of their trade. The shipments 
of whisky have steadily increased for the last 
thirteen years, and are now about twelve times 
as greatas they werein 1864. They may be 
stated this year in round numbers as 6,000 butts 
and puncheons, 11,000 hogsheads, 1,500 casks 
and 6,700 quarter-casks. In the shipments of 
horned cattle and sheep there has been a fall- 
ing-off, the number of cattle being 188,000, 
against 228,000 in 1876, and of sheep 
and lambs 218,000, against 243,000 last 
year. The exports of pigs, on the 
other hand, have increased from 145,000 
to 174.000, and of horses from 6,600 to 
6,700. There has been a remarkable decrease in 
the shipments of wool. The imports of Ameri- 
enn bacon have slightly fallen off. The compe- 
tition of American dead meat, which at first ex- 
cited some uneasiness, now causes no apprehen- 
ion. Irish stockmasters and dealers believe 
at it can do no harm as regards pri ne quali- 
ties, and it has been little, if at all, felt by the 
trade. The imports into this port have alto- 
ether ceased, and those who speculated have 
‘burnt their fngers.’? The imports of foreign 
grain into Dublin have increased from 760,000 
quarters in 1876 to 830,000 quarters in 1877; 
those of barley, from 50,000 to 105,000; and of 
flour, from 105,000 sacks and barrels to 140,000. 
AMONG THE LEGISLATIVE MEASURES 
of the past session are some which will effect 
great changes, and, it is hoped, prove beneficial 
to the country, The Judicature act, the County 
Courts and Officers act, and the new Prisons 
acts will come into force to-morrow. All the 
necessary arrungements have been made for 
giving effect to them.

DEPLORABLE CONDITION OF THINGS IN THE 
WELSH IRON AND COAL DISTRICTS. 
London Times, J an, 3.

EVEN MORE GRIEVOUS DISTRESS.

Of the 500 
collieries in Glamorganshire and Monmouth- 
shire, oniv twenty are working full 
time. At Cardiff the 
thronged, the beard-room and offices 
have been converted into dormitories, a suppie- 
mentary stoneyard has been opened for the 
employment of married men, and the applica 
cations for admission are increasing at the rate 
of about fifty a week. The cost of out-door re- 
lief, which last month amounted to £200 a week, 
has risen to £292. 

POVERTY IN ITS MOST DEGRADING FORM 
prevails among a population which not long ago 
was well paid and comfortable. The otberday 
a family of seven persons were found to have 
eubsisted for days on a pailful of brewers’ | 
“grains,” intended for feeding pigs. Others 
have on potato peelings. Men have gone to 
work day alter day ona diet of raw cabbage 
leaves, At Merthyr, where the pressure of the 
strike and lock-out in was felt 
most severely, the Vicar proposes 
charitable kitchen in the drill-hall, at which two 
years ago he was able to give 5,000 children one 
meal aday. “ There are many hundreds now,’’ 
itis added, in a state of semi-starvation who 
crowd along the streets every morning, turning 
over dust-boxes and retuse, ſto pickgup anything 
in the nature of food.“ Out of the three 
ironworks in the Merthyr district onlyone is 
at work, and of the twenty collieries none 
work more than three days a week. An em- 

tion movement on a considerable scale has

STAGNATION OF BUSINESS, 

The tradesmen have lost the majority of thefr 
customers; the mechanics have to put up with 
reduced wages; and it is not surprising to learn 
that the Guardians of a Poor Law Union the 
other day reluctantly determined to withhold 
the Christmas dinner usually given to the in- 
mates of the workhouse onthe ground that 
many thousands of the people who paid the 
rates were actualiy unable to provide a 
Christmas dinner for themselves. 

As yet nothing quite so bad as the pauperism 
existing in the South Wales colliery districts 
has been reported from any of the chief 
centres of the iron trade, but it is 
certain that the distress in this industry 
also must become very severe, unless 
an improyement, quickly shows itself, of 
which at present there are no signs. We pub- 
lished yesterday a report from our Birmingham 
Correspondent, in whieh it was stated that 
several of the works closed on Saturday would 
remain closed for ah indefinite period.“ 
The economical hister of 1877 in this 
branch of trade is most discouraging. 
At the beginning of the year there 
were very sanguine hopes, which might 
have opened into reality if the complications in 
the East had not produced a palsying sense of 
uncertainty and alarm. Yet the foreign de- 
mand for some kinds of iron was diminish- 
ing; American competition was threatening; 
excessive production and accumulation of 
stocks stimulated a rivalrv that caused a 
general fall in prices. In some districts an at- 
tempt had been resolved upon to make a stand 
against the glutted markets and shrinking val- 
ues by a systematic’ limitation of the output. 
But only partial suceess has rewaraed the ef- 
fort. The fali in prices 

HAS BEEN GRADUAL AND GENERAI 

and is too considerable to be accounted for by 
certain reductions in the cost of production a6 
in the price of coal and ironstone, and ifthe 
wages of furnace-men. This fall, moreover, 
has gone on in spite of the reduction in the 
producing facilities of the country. Out of 
927 furnaces erected at the beginning of the 
year only 585 were in blast, and it is probable, 
we are told, that no more than 500 are now at 
work. Yet those which continue in blast show 
an increasing average output, and it is. belle ved 
that the Stendency is towards a smaller num- 
ber of producing establishments with a larger 
production from each. The general result, how- 
ever, is that there is at the same time a reduc- 
tion in price, a diminution in the producing 
powers of the British iron industries, and a con- 
sequent but not correspouding restriction of the 
output. Though the war has to some extent 
interfered with the foreign demand, it is in the 
home consumption that the depression of which 
complaint is made is chiefly visible. Stocks 
have accumulated in nearly every one of the 
iron districts, even where the new demand for 
steel rails has attracted business to the detri- 
merit of the old iron rail-making mills. The 
consequence is that the producers of crade 
iron must in self-defense limit the output, and 
this cannot be accomplished without inflicting 
— hardships upon a large industrial popu- 
ation. 


GERMANY -AND HOLLAND. 
HOW LONG WOULD IT TAKB FOR BIG GERMANY 
TO GOBBLE UP LITTLE HOLLAND? 

Pati- Mall (London) Gazette, Jan. 4. 

The feasibility of an invasion of Holland by 
Germany was, it will be remembered, seriously 
discussed in France in 1875. At that period the 
Berlin papers accused the Dutch of having them- 
selves planned an invasion of Prussia in 1870, in 
the event of France being victorious. Capt. Van 
Tuerenhout tried to clear his countrymen of 
this charge, but in vain. The MWiitarische Blat- 
ter of Berlin took the question up in a practical 
manner, and published a series of articles 
headed. The Low Countries; Can They Be 
Defended?” The line. of the Yssel was 
first examined,—aline the defense of which 
had been strongly advocated by Lieut.-Col. 
Zeegers Veeckens. The German critics showed 
that a very small amount of resistance could be 
offered on this line, which is neither naturally 
or_artificially strong; and yet they pointed out 
that its defense would be necessary in the event 
of an invasion, so as to render the defense of 
the Utrecht line practicable. The second line 
can only be rendered formidable by inundation, 
and to flood the country properly by means of 
the Leck three weeks or a month would be re- 

uired. Admitting that this inundation is in- 
dispensable for the defense of the Utrecht line, 
it would also be indispensable for the Dutch to 
hold the line of the Yssel until that. operation 
had been completed. The Afilitarische Blatter 
observed that the Yssel offers no serious 
obstacle to an invading force; it can be forded 
at several points, and in the winter it is quickly 
frozen over. Then from the neighborhood of 
Arnhem to Zuyder Zee 5 

THERE ARE ONLY FIVE FORTRESSES, 

of no great importance, —fortresses with high 
brick walls, and not provided with bomb- 
proofs,—Westerwort, Doesburg, Zutphen, De- 
yenter, and Zwolle.

Railroad Controversy—Canadians and Amer- 
icans Lock Horns—The Hard Times.

HARD TIMES IN GERMANY. 
A PICTURE OF THE GLOOM OVERCASTING THE 
LAND. 
Correspondence London Times, 

BER.in, Dec. 26.—According to German cus- 
toms this is the second Christmas holiday, 
the day of feasting and merrymaking for trades- 
men and artisans. But the good things of this 
world are not so plentiful in Germany now as 
they used to be. The prolonged commercial 
crisis has come home to every one in the land, 
and, what is worse, the symptoms of coming im- 
provement are few and far between. Read the 
following from the Neue Stettiner Zeitung, and 
you have a faithful picture of the gloom that 
overcasts the land: 

To all appearance everything is exactly as it was 
years ago | the principal thoroughfares of oar 
good old town crowded with people, the shop- 
windows briliiantiy lighted up, and wares taste- 
fully and artistically displayed, tempting purchas- 
ers to enter.

whatever. The writer in the Times denies 
the right of any body of men professing 
to be members of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church to retain property dedicated to 
religious purposes after the ecclesiastical 
authority of the diocese has decided 
that the worship in that church building 
has ceased to be,in the opinion of such 
ecclesiastical authority, the worship of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church. This doctrine 
is opposed to every principle of freedom and 
justice known to the laws or the instincts of 
the American people. Where any body of 
men voluntarily organize a corporation for 
religious or any other purposes, and acquire 
property held by themselves in their own 
corporate right, the fact that they attach 
themselves to ahy religious organization, 
and afterwards withdraw from it, cannot be 
honestly, or fairly, or reasonably claimed to 
be a sutrender of their rights of property. 
Their membership in the general body of 
the Church was voluntary ; the property was 
their own, purchased for their own conven- 
ience, and their right to withdraw from that 
Church and to unite with another general or- 
ganization can be tortured into a surrender 
of their property only on the assumption 
that we have an ecclesiastical despotism 
which is supreme in its authority not only 
over the conscience but also the property of 
every man who once claims membership 
in it. — 

TIR FAILURES OF 1877. 
There was printed in this paper yesterday 
a transcript from the Commercial Agency of 
the list of failures of all kinds in the City 
of Chicago during the year 1877, with the 
amount of liabilities. The number of fail- 
ures was 412, and the aggregate indebtedness 
$30,857,938. The table is instructive in the 
wide range of business pursuits of the per- 
sons failing. Taking out fifty-one cases 
where persons resorted to the Bankrupt 
Court toobtain clearances from old liabilities 
amounting to $3,402,631, we have for the 
current failures of the year 361 cases hav- 
ing a liability of $27,455,307. In this list 
we have 2 dealers in agricultural imple- 
ments, 4 booksellers, 16 dealers in boots 
and shoes, 19 builders, 10 clothing houses, 6 
in crockery and glassware, 12 coal dealers, 8 
in dry goods, 7 dfuggists, 27 in groceries and 
teas, 31 in iron and hardware, owing over 
$2,000,000, 29 dealers in liquors, and various 
packers and provision men. There were also 
dealers in real estate owing $8,000,000, and 
various bankers and banks owing $7,662,000, 
—the last two classes owing more than half 
the whole sum of liabilities. 

This is not the result of a sudden and un- 
foreseen panic. It is not the result of spec- 
ulation nor of rash ventures. When the 
panic of 1878 struck the country it squeezed 
the water and the air ont of all that was in- 
flated. Ourrency was then worth 90 cents, 
and the panio.reduced all values to the coin 
standard. There the decline in values ought 


to have stopped. Brought to their value in 


| gold, all descriptions of property ought to 


have then maintained that value. But the 
decline did not stop there. Those wrecked 
by the general collapse of credit and the 
explosion of speculation passed into bank- 
ruptey. Some lingered along a while strug- 
gling, and then too gave up. The recovery 
was looked for as soon as the wreck could 
be cleared away, and four years have come 
and gone, and the work of 1877 is before 
us with its terrible figures. From winter we 
looked forward to spring, and from spring to 
summer, expecting a turn in affairs and a 
revival in businegs ; but season after season 
has brought additional and continuous losses, 
and no restoration or recovery. 

During these four years of declining trade 
the country has been biessed with large 
crops,—breadstuffs, provisions, and eotton. 
Despite the unusual event of four large crops 
in annual succession, the falling off in values 
has gone on. ‘ 

Why this extraordinary calamity which has 
fallen upon the country, reducing one-half 
the people to penury and want, even to 
actual starvation, arresting production, and 
rendering labor insufficient to support men 
in the necesssries of life? The explanation 
is to be found in the mad endeavor to in- 
crease the value of money and to decrease 
the value of property. The ordinary process 
of industry is to apply labor to the raw ma- 
terial, and sell the mannfactured article at a 
profiton the cost of production. What is 
the process now? While labor is fashioning 
the articlefrom the materials, the value of 
the finished product so declines that it is 


value of labor and its products is the result 
of the increase in the value of money. The 
ingenuity of the money-lenders of the world 
has been devoted to the accomplishment of 
an end. They hold the debts of mankind, 
and hold a mortgage on the accumulations of 
the world’s labor. They have decided that 
metallic money is too cheap; that gold and 
silver will not purchase enough of this 
world’s goods; that the dollar does not pur- 
chase enough labor ; and that the value of the 
money must be increased by the reduction of 
its volume one-half. They have decided, 
therefore, that to increase the value of the 
metallic money it must be confined to gold 
exclusively, and that silver shall be univ¢r- 


German Government was entrapped in 
1870, and began to put it into operation in 
1875. Our Government has fallen into the 
same scheme, and for the last three years 
has been laboring in all its departments to 
increase the value of money, and, as a con- 
sequence, to depreciate the value of every 
description of property, and of the product 
of labor. This policy is pen in the two 
measures : 

1. The demonetization of silver. 

2. The enforced resumption of specie-pay- 
ments in gold coin exclusively. 

On this question, unfortunately, the Ex- 
ecutive branch of the Government takes 
sides with the faction in Congress which rep- 
resents the money-lending and the mortgage- 
holding interest. The Secretary of the 
Treasury is the greatest bull in the gold mar- 
ket, and every means at his official disposal 
is employed to force an exélusive gold cur- 
rency on the country, and to depreciate all 
property,—the accumulations of the in- 
dustry and thrift of the people. He is 
possessed of the insane idea that he can 
»borrow gold enough in Europe with 
which to resume and maintain specie pay- 
ments. He ignores the fact that the product 
of gold is declining, and that for two years 
Germany has been paying from 6 to 10 per 
cent premium for gold. The moment he 
undertook to sell 4 per cent bonds for gold 
the sale of those bonds stopped. Every time 
Europe has to make gold payments to this 


exclusion of any ecclesiastical authority 4 country it sends home American bonds to be 


sold. All appeals or demands for gold are 
answered by the return of our bonds. But 
the policy of resumption in gold less than a 
year hence is persisted in; the demonetiza- 
tion of silver is insisted upon so far that it 
is semi-officially announced that, if Congress 
shall pass the Silver bill, the President will 
put the national will at defiance and veto the 
bill. If silver shall not be remonetized 
then the value of gold will continue to in- 
crease. Every nation in Europe is hoard- 
ing every ounce it can get hold of; Ger- 
many is now vainly offering 10 per cent 
premium for it. A year hence the gold dol- 
lar will equal in all kinds of property as much 
as would have commanded $1.50 in gold in 
1874. Money of the country will have ad- 
vanced 50 per cent, and the value of all 
other property will have declined even to a 
greater extent. The farm that in 1874 would 
have satisfied a debt of $10,000in gold in 1879 
will not pay more than one-half or one- 
third that debt. To this general revolu- 
tion of values the country is drifting, and 
the Government is waiting with seeming im- 
patience for the general wreck and ruin 
which are inevitable. 

The long list of failures, even after elimi- 
nating the frauds and thefts, tells the story of 
the fall in values. The $30,000,000 of in- 
debtedness represents property actually held 
and mostly purchased since 1873. The sum 
representing the difference between this 
$30,000,000 and the present value of that 
property is the sum of the shrinkage 
which has taken place, This shrinkage is 
still going on, and during the year which 
stands between the present and the day of 
resumption it will progress with accelerated 
rapidity, until next January there will be 
that general prostration and utter ruin 
which will arrest business, Government, 
labor, and society. Must the country stand 
still and not protest? Must the people 
remain idle and witness the decay and 
shriveling going on and lift no hand to cor- 
rectthem? Will Congress or the Pres ident, 
in the face of all this, brave the whole people, 
and mock and taunt them in their distress? 


THE RED-RIBBON MOVEMENT. 

The tidal-wave, symbolized by the Red 
Ribbon,” has reached Chicago at last, and we 
hope it may sweep over the city and wash 
out all the dives and slums that need a 
cleansing. We extend the right hand of wel- 
come to Dr. Rzrnotps, and heartily wish 
him success. The movement which he rep- 
resents has proved to be the most successful 
temperance crusade of the present genera- 
tion. The secret of its progress, we believe, 
has been in the avoidance of religion, in its 
dogmatic sense, and politics in its partisan 
sense. The temperance cause is not for- 
warded, but only retarded and injured, by a 
complication with either of these accessories. 
Dogmatic religion deals mostly, nowadays 
with an uncertain future, while temperance 
is a matter of present habit, influence, and 
associations. Partisan politics deals with 
office-getting and the manipulation of ele- 
ments for party advantage, so that an alli- 
ance with the temperance movement, which 
must rely upon personal persuasion and good- 
will, only serves to incumber the latter 
with dissensions and disputes. Temperance 
is not a thing to be enforced by law, nor at- 
tained by dogmatic discussions, and the pur- 


politieians, and solicit the co-operation of 
the preachers only under the condition that 
they will abandon dogma while engaged in 
furthering this particular reform. 

It should be steadily kept in mind, too, 
that Chicago is a big city, and the temper- 
ance workers should direct their offorts 
against the most vicious form of intemper- 
ance rather than waste their strength by 


two classes of drinking men in Chicago, as 
in every other large city, who particularly 
need reforming, and whisky is the specialty 
of both. The nervous and generous 
Americans, who stand up at bars and treat 
all around, and the impulsive Irish, who in- 
dulge a national taste to excess, are the men 
among whom the Red-Ribbon workers may 
do most good. An occasional Scotchman 
and blonde Scandinavian may be reformed 
by the way, but the Americans and Irish are 
the best material to work on. There are 
no others whose reformation will be equally 
beneficial, either for themselves or for the 
community at large. Whisky is their evil 
spirit, and it is against whisky that the war 
should be waged as much as possible. The 
** Red-Ribbon ” movement includes a gen- 
eral swearing-off as to beer, wine, and cider; 
this is well enough whenever it can be 
brought about, but the reformers should al- 
ways be willing to compromise on the aban- 
donment of whisky. >

Tacrrus 
found the Teutons drinking their beer 3 
couple of thousands of years ago, and they 
have been at it ever since with a good deal 
of regularity, and with a decided improve- 
ment in the quality of the beverage. Mean- 
while they have progressed to almost the 
foremost position in Europe in military 
prowess, intellectual influence, and scientific 
attainments. They hold strong ground for 
justifying their tenacity in adhering to the 
favorite drink of their ancestors. The Ger- 
mans who have come to this country have 
brought their national habit of drinking beer 
with them, and the introduction of their 
beverage has been, beneficial in so far as it 
has succeeded in acting as a substitute for 
** fire-water.” At all events, it is not easier 
to convert a German from beer-drinking 
than it is to convert a Jew from the Mosaic 
doctrines, and time and effort in behalf of 
the Red Ribbon can be more profitably 
employed among whisky-drinkers, whose 
habits are infinitely more vicious and whose 
reform will be vastly more valuable to 
society. . 

There is ample room in Chicago for a tem- 
peraticé movement, and it is an excellent 
timo to Begin. The hard times ought to fur- 
nish a powerful auxiliary ih securing a 
change of habits. The necessity of econo- 
mizing now will furnish a good excuse for 
the weak-hearted who might otherwise avoid 
the taunts of their fellows at their conver- 
sion to dbstinence. Many a poor family may 
be saved from deprivation, suffering, and 
possible starvation by the reformation of its 
drinking members now. The work is a noble 
one, if honestly and judiciously pursued, 
and it should receive the hearty support and 
living example of the most influential men 
in the city. 


SHAKSPEARE IN FRANCE. 

In the January number of the Nineteenth 
Century, Dr. Jon Doran, a well-known stu- 
dent in dramatic affairs, contributes some 
curious and entertaining information in re- 
gard to the introduction of Saaxspzarz to 
the French people. Suaxspzansz’s plays have 
never taken a strong hold on the French 
stage; in the days of Talus (the latter part 
of the last century) they were more acted 
than they are now, though Gurzot’s writings 
and editing of Saaxsrpzarz have since then 
made his name as familiar to the reading 
people of France as are those of Voiraine 
and Moziers to the English people and our 
own. In Italy, the great actors of the pres- 
ent time, such as Salm and Rossz, rest 
their claims to admiration mainly upon their 
delineation of Shakspearean characters. In 
Germany, ScHLEece.’s translation of Sn 
sPEARE’s plays (probably the most perfect 
rendering that was ever made of any 
author into a foreign language) has 
given the German people as intimate 
a knowledge and great a reverence for the 
king of English poets as the English and 
American people feel. We think it likely 
that the annals of the stage, as compared 
with those of the English and American 
stage, would show that there are more 
Shakspearean performances in the leading 
theatres of Germäny than in those of Eu- 
gland or the United States, while the annals 
of the French stage will écarcely reveal the 
name of one of his plays from year to year, 
unless it be as the title of an opera, for 
which the themes of many of his plays have 
been used. Nevertheless, Dr. Donan thinks 
that Snaksrranz is now ranked among the 
brilliant dramatic writers by the French 
people, and, as the progress to this point 
was slow and tedious, it may be that he will 
at some future day receive a more general 
stage recognition in France than has been ac- 
corded him up to this time. 6 

It is not surprising, after reading Dr. 
Doran’s story of the -first introduction 
Suaxsprane had in France, that it was so 
long before he secured a foothold on Gallic 
soil. SHAKsPEARE, among his contempora- 
ries, seems to have been first acknowledged 
as a poet through his minor poems. Lu- 
crece” and Venus and Adonis” appear to 
have been remarked during his time more 
than anything else he wrote. If, then, the 
contemporaneous literary men and critics 
did not acknowledge him openly as a freat 
dramatist, there is no reason to wonder that 
his fame did not reach France. Connex 
(1606), Mormm (1622), and Racmrz (1637) 
formed the great dramatic triumvirate who 
laid the foundation for the brilliant dramatic 
literature of France. Even in those early 
days the English acquired the habit of look- 
ing to France for their stage material ; and 
all these authors were translated, and their 
works successfully represented on the 
London stage, during their life-time. Yet 
SuaxsPearz, greater than all, who died in 
1616, before the oldest of them was 10 
years old, was still a sealed book to the 
French. They had never even heard of 
him. There were two men who, at the 
beginning of the eighteenth century, might 
have opened up to the French the beauties 
of SuaxspxaRe, but both were restrained by 
vanity. Appison spent some time in France, 
but never mentioned Saaxsrpzarz; indeed, 
in writing an account of the Greatest En- 
glish Poets,” Apprson gave Dryrpen the su- 
preme place, but did not so much as speak 
of Suaxspearr. Vortainz, when he re- 
turned to France after spending some time 
in England, spoke slightingly of Snaksrranx, 
and referred to some passages he quoted as 
‘“*the only pearls that were to be found by 
scraping on the English dunghill.” A 
Frenchman named Dersrouckys, who accom- 
panied the Abbe Donom to England on a 
diplomatic mission in 1728, translated a few 
passages from The Tempest,” but they at- 
tracted no attention. 

It was not till 1769 that Saaxspzare 
found a hearing in France, and then it was 
through an enthusiast named Dvcis. And 
what an introduction! Ducts was a brilliant 
fellow and a genuine admirer of SaaxksPzanrez, 
but he was bound down to the absurd uni- 
ties” of the Vorram school (borrowed 
from the Greeks, as defined by Anisrorzz), 
and he deferred in the most slavish manner 
to the prejudices and superstitions of the 
French public. Several of S#axsrPears’s 
plays, as translated by Ducts, were presented 
on the French stage,—‘‘ Hamlet” in 1769, 
„Romeo and Juliet” in 1772, Lear” in 
1783. Macbeth in 1784, and Othello in 
1792. These translations appear as ridicu- 
lous to those who read Suaxsrzann’s plays 
and see them acted in English as the phrase 
in which the witches addressed .Wacheth— 
“All hail, Macbeth”"—when rendered into 
French as Bon jour, Macbet, —an in- 
stance which is said to have occurred, though 
not mentioned by Dr. Donax. In Docs 
„Hamlet,“ only five of the original charac- 
ters were retained, — Hamlet, the King, the

The dia- 
logue is, for the most part, cut up into the 
short, jerky sentences peculiar to the French 
dramatic style. Finally, the denouement is 
reached by the organizatien of a conspiracy 
to immolate Hamiet. A free fight ensues, 
Hamlet comes out first best, the Xing is 
killed, the Queen poisons herself, Ophelia is 
not even referred to, and, as the curtain goes 
down, Hamlet announces that he is a man 
and King,” and that he will do 
more than die.” It is worthy of remark 
that even the elder Dumas, in a much later 
translation of Hamlet, followed the 
French school of bringing out Hamlet tri- 
umphant in the end, and leaving him to live 
happily and in peace forever after, so far as 
the audience is concerned.

Romeo and Juliet,” Dr. Donan says, has 
nothing in conumon with Susan except 
the names,“ though Dvucis did more than 
SmaxsPzare in acknowledging his indebted- 
ness to the Daxrx romance. Romeo addresses 
his mistress as ‘‘ Madame,” and she calls her 
lover Seigneur; they commit suicide to- 
gether, for which Duc apologizes by saying 
that it was more important to illustrate the 
perils of hereditary hate than to observe the 
moralities by omitting the suicide, In 
Lear,“ as translated by Ducts, there is 
only the episode of the daughters’ desertion, 
and, when one of these is restored, Lear 
is likewise restored to reason and happi- 
ness. Duc only dared to introduce one 
witch into Macheth, and used her 
sparingly; Macbeth kills himself at the 
final fali of the curtain, after becoming con- 
vinced that Heaven has forgiven him, but 
demands a victim for all the wickedness that 
has been done. The great stumbling-block 
in Othello was the incident of the hand- 
kerchief. It would never do to utter so 
commonplace a word as mouchoir in a French 
tragedy, and so a ‘“‘citclet of diamonds” 
was substituted to bring about the catastro- 
phe. Later on, the diamonds were aban- 
doned for the handkerchief, but then it was 
referred to as that tissue” or that gift.” 
Nor would it do to have Othello smother 
Desdemona, which was the Shaksperean ex- 
pedient, though in the old novel from which 
Saaxsprare dramatized his play the Moor 
beats out his wifo’s brains with a . 
sand- bags. Docs ventured to permit 

to stab Desdemona at her bedside, but the 
finnicky French audience would not tolerate 
even this. The cry went up from the pit: 
C'est un Maure qui a fait co, ce n'est pas 
un Francais!” (It is a Moor that did that; 
not a Frenchman!”) So a comedy ending 
had to be substituted. A literal translation 
of Othello by Auraep pz Vienr was act- 
ed in the Theatre Francais in the early part 
of the present century, and created a great 
|} dissension between the Voltaireans and 


Pin Lz Tovrnevr, in 1776, began the 
first genuine translation of S#Axsprarg, 
which was completed in 1783, comprising 
twenty octavo volumes. It was he who 
broke the ground for original Shakspearean 
representations in France. The Guizor edi- 
tion of Susan, which appeared in 1824, 
is only a revision and correction of Lz Tou- 
wevr. But the most successful French ren- 
dering of Suaxsrzare is that of Franco 
Hvao (one of Victor Hvuao’s sons), who has 
within a few years published the complete 
works, Of Lz Tournevs and Hao Dr. 
Doran says: The earlier translator con- 
veyed an idea of Ssaxsprane to his country- 
men; thé latter really naturalized him.” 
Whatever Saaxsprant’s future may be on the 
French stage, he will never again be charac- 
terized as a Harlequin, or his translator as a 
Clown, as was the case in Votzram's time. 


DECAY OF THE 1 1 ARCHICAL PRINCI- 


Under the above head, the London Spec- 
tator of Jan. 5 contains a somewhat remark- 
able article, setting forth the decay of the 
monarthical principle throughout Europe. 
The Spectator, however, only confines itself 
to a statement of facts, illustrated by the 
attitude of the various European Powers 
towards French Republicanism, without seek- 
ing to discover the cause, Perhaps it will 
be possible for us, after reproducing the sub- 
stance of the Spectators statements, to sug- 
gest the key to this very general chenge in 
the solidarity of Monarchism. It will not 
be questioned that the once universal idea 
of the divine right of Kings to govern has 
disappeared, except in the minds of a very 
few Royal claimants and their handful of ad- 
herents. No people in Europe, as a people, 
now hold the Legitimist dogmas that charac- 
terized the times of James II. and Louis 
XIV., and outside of Russia there are no 
people who would make any sacrifice to 
retain the Legitimist idea in its purity. The 
proof of the truth of this is to be found in 
the record of the contest between Monarchy 
and Republicanism in France during 
the past year. In France itself, where the 
peasantry were supposed to be Monarchists, 
an immense majority pronounced for the 
Republic, notwithstanding the threats of the 
military power, the blandjshments of the 
Church, and the powerful influence of the 
civil service. In Germany, where Princes 
are still powers, the French Monarchists had 
no sympathy except from Ultramontanes, 
while the Government sided the Republicans 
by warlike precautions in case of a Repub- 
lican defeat. It may be urged that this was 
in pursuance of the selfish policy of future 
territorial aggrandizement ; but, if this were 
so even twenty years ago, it would not have 
so dominated the Royal caste as to have 
turned its influence in favor of Republican- 
ism. In England, where society is still very

What has been the cause of this change, 
the Spectator does not stop to inquire. If it 
had pursued the subject to its ultimate issues, 
it might have found that, outside of the gen- 
eral progress of knowledge and civilization, 
one of the prime causes of the decay of 
Monarchism is the inflexible opposition of 
the Republicans of Europe to Ultramon- 
tanism, which is always in sympathy with 
Monarchism. The people are hostile to the 
interference of the Church in secular affairs, 
and even Governments themselyes are tired 
of priestly dictation, and some of them, like 
Germany, have stamped it out. They will 
no longer tolerate civil government whose 
fountain-head of authority is Rome and 
whose edicts must have Papal sanction. The 
people insist that the things that are of 
Cassar shall be rendered to Casar and the 
things of the Church shall be rendered to 
the Church. The Governments of Europe 
looked upon Republicanism in France as less 


dangerous to the general good, and even to | 


their own stability and influence, than Ultra- 
montanism, because there are no bounds to 
the latter. It kills the schools. It elevates 
Papal dogmas above civil laws and decrees 
of State. It keeps people in a state of igno- 
rance and superstition. It absorbs prop- 
erty through its ghostly influences, whence 
it happened that after the French Revolu- 
tion one-half the property of that country 
was in the hands of the Church and the 
other half in the hands of the serviceable 
Ultramontane nobility. The people oppose 
it because they will no longer consent to 
support lazy and able-bodied monks fritter- 
ing away their lives in ostentations piety and 
mock humility, and who would be of more 
service to the world fighting in armies, work- 
ing in shops, or cultivating the ground. The 
people who are assigned to lower places in 
Heaven will not support this class in idle- 
ness who have secured preferontial places in 
the better world. The fight in France was 
in reality between a majority of the people 
who would no longer submit to priestly 
domination and a priest-ridden minority up- 
holding Ultramontanism.

The Ohio House of Representatives de- 
voted last Thursday afternoon to a discus- 
sion of the Silver bill. The leaders of the 
three parties expressed their views and those 
of their respective parties. The resolutions 
were finally put and carried by yeas, 90; 
nays, 5. The first resolution declared — 


That common honesty, true financial wisdom, 
and justice tothe tax-payers of this cou „de- 
mand the immediate ration of the silver dollar 
to its former rank as a legal tender forall debts, 
public and private. 


The second resolution ass erts— 


That President Hares and Secretary Suzaway, ia 
their opposition to the restoration of the silver 
dollar, do not represent the views nor the wishes 
of the Ohio people. 


There is no question as to the truth of this 
resolution. The people of Ohio desire the 
unconditional remonetization of silver by a 
majority of even more than 90 to 5, and the 
opposition of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
and of the President, if he is against the 
bill, most assuredly does not represent the 
wishes of the people of the great Buckeye 
State. 


The act of Congress providing for the re- 
sumption of specie payments passed Jan. 14, 
1875, or about ten years after the passage of 
the act suspending the coinage of silver dollars. 
This Resumption act authorizes the Secretary 
of the Treasury to redeem the greenbacks not 
in gold but in coin. Gold is not mentioned in 
the Resumption act. To make this point clear 
we quote from that act: “And on and after 
the Ist day of January, Anno Domini 1879, the 
Secretary of the Treasury shail redeem, in coin, 
the United States legal-tender notes then out- 
standing, on their presentation for redemption 
at the office of the Assistant-Treasurer of the 
United States in the City of New York.” By a 
legal construction of the act providing for the 
resumption of specie payments, the Secretary 
of the Treasury is authorized after the let day 
of January, 1879, to pay interest to the public 
creditor in silver or gold. If this was not the 
intention of the Resumption act, why 
was the word coin substituted for gold 
THURLOW WEED points out this omission to 
call for gold in the Resumption act, and holds 
that the word “coin” was used for the express 
purpose of reserving to Congress the right to 
order silver coined at any time the same would 
promote the interests of the Government. 
There is only one other explanation we can 
think ot: that Congresss had not yet found out 
the fraudulent trick whereby silver bad been 
demonetized.

GLASS PAINTING. 


The Royal Establishment at Munich—Some 
of its Productions—Antiquity of Colored 
Glass. 

To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Chico, Jan. 19.~The note of Mr. C. P. 
Thomas, found in your impression of the 14th 
inst., calls for some additional words from me 
on the subject of colored glass. I shall be very 
brief; and couid wish that Mr. Thomas, when 
he had started bis inquiry respecting the Munich 
works, had, ꝓursued it, as surely he might have 
done, to the instruction and pleasure of your 
readers. As to the artist of the new memorial 
window in St. James’ Church, it is impossible, I 
regret to say, to give bis name; und though 
there are many works by the same band in 
Boston and other Eastern cities, I cannot 
describe them, for the reason that I have 
not scen them. But the manufactory is that of 
Messrs. Cottier, of London. As to the Royal 
manufactory of Munich (it no longer exists), a 
great deal might be saic, for it marks a most 
interesting period in the history of colored 
giass,—and, besides, its works are among the 
best, perhaps the best, of recent times. Ten 
years ago the Munich colored glass was 80 es- 
teemed in England that scarce anv of English 
manufacture was tobe found in her churches 
and public buildings of contemporaneous struc- 
ture. But in 1872 the Royal Munich manutac- 
tory was closed. : 

The Roval Glass-Painting Establishment at 
Municb, for such was its full name, was founded 
in 1828 by King Louis of Bavaria. At that 
date the art of glass-painting was utterly de- 
based, its principles were forgotten, and but for 
this Roval devotee it might have continueddna 
this low etate to the present day; lor larger 
sums of moucy were expended in its restoration 
than an individual or a company would have 
been able or willing to expend. The King con- 
fided the task of directing the establishment to 
Maximilian Ainmiller, adistinguished architect, 
who had also devotéd much time to researches 
into the technicalities of giass-painting. It did 
not require long time to raise the reputation of 
an establishment thus munificently founded. 
What, with the commussione given by the King 
and the Church dignitaries, its productions were 
known far and wide. Among these 


soon 
works are all the windows in 
the Church of the Au suburb at 


Munich; the south windows in the nave of the 
Cathedral at Cologne; windows in the Cathedral 
at Agram; anda window containing a figure of 
the savior, twenty-five feet in height, in the 
Isaac’s Church, St. Petersburg. I have not 
seen any of these, but get these particulars, 
second-hand, from a friend. And I onl 
stopped in Cologne a few minutes, and, al- 
though the Cathedral is close by the depot. did 
not see it sufficiently to have now a distinct 
recollection of it. Amongst windows executed 
tor England are those in the chapel of St. 
Peter’s College, Cambridge; tae fine window 
11 St. Paul's, Alnwick; and some for 
Miss Coutts, that auybody can see who visits 
London. The windows. in the Glasgow Cathe- 
dral are from this establishment, and are justly 
classed with the best productions of the kind, 
Also the Parliament House, Edinburg, is worth 
a long journey to see, the windows in it being 
magnificent, exhilmting great skill and know - 
edge, the cartoon in one of them having been 
designed aud drawn by the great Kaulbach. St. 
Paul's Cathedral, London, also has some speci- 
mevs. 

Qn the death of Maximilian Ainmiller, his 
son, Chevalier Ainmiller, succeeded in the favor 
of the King to the Directorsutp of the establish- 
ment, uuder whom its reputation increased. Ine 
daugater of Cheyalier Alumtiler is the wife of 
David Neal, the distingaisned artist, whose 
brush has been busy in this city the past two 
months, to the satisfaction of all persons of 
taste. 

As touching the antiquity of colored glass, I 
am in lebted to a friend for tne reading ofa 
book by Curzon, entitled The Mogasteries of 
the Levant, which gives us some ligat. The 
author was in search of old, and especially Cop- 
tic, manuscripts, and only mentions colored 
Elass incidentally. It is—or was, in 1837, when 
the traveler visited the spot—in the Monastery 
of Baramous, in the Natron Lakes country, and 
not far from the ancient site of Memphis. I 


quote him: There are several curious 
lamps in this church formed of 
ancient glass, like those in the mosque of 
Sultan Hassan at Cairo, which are said to be of 


same date as the mosque, and to be of Syr- 
— manufacture. These, which were iu the 
shape of large open vases, were ornamented 
with pious sentences in Arabic characters, in 
blue op white ground. They were ver 
handsome. and, except one of the same kind, 
which is now fm England, J never saw any like 
them. They are probably some of the most 
ancient ornamental glass existing, excepting, of 
course, the vases and lachrymatories of the 
classic times. The mosque of Sul‘en Hassan 
is the most celebrated of the (so it is said) 400 
like structures of the now—according to ail ac- 
counts--splendid Capital of the Nile. It was 
built somewhere about 800. That is also the 
date ofthe Monastery of the Lamps. Our author

Mr. Trank H. King Explicitly Denies 
tds Charges of Bigamy. 


He Propeses to Prove His Innocence by 
Appealing te the Records. 


The Latest Developments Obtained by 
Cincinnati Reporters. 


Yesterday’s Trisuns contained a denial from 
Mr. Frank H. King, the husband of the well- 
known pianist, Mme. Julia Rive-King, to the 
story published in the Cincinnati Commercial 
about his alleged marrying propensities. A 
Tuo reporter sought Mr. King yesterday, 
with a copy of the Cincinnati paper in his hand, 
for the purpose of interviewing him more fully 
as to the charges against him. Mr. King was 
found in his room at the Clifton House, but, 
while pleasant enough in his demeanor, he re- 
fused to xo into the subject any more fully 
than he had done in the article published yes- 
terday morning, which, he said, contained as 
explicit a denial to all the charges made as he 
could possibly make were he to talk u month. 
He added that he was going to Cleveland next 
Weanesday on professional business, and that 
while there he should go to 

THE MARRIAGE RECORDS, 
from which he could prove that he never mar- 
ried anybody in that city. After that he was 
going to.Tippecanog, where he could get the 
same kind of proof that he had never married 
anybody there. Then he should go to Cincin- 
nati, interview the editor of the Commercial, 
and demand the publication of certified facts, 
instead of bis own say-s0, to prove

father of his wife to settle bis accounts. He 
served in the army, and after his return he worked 
upon the affections of a married woman in 

itchel!, Ind., and induced her to leave her hus- 
band and marry him, exhibiting to her a sham di- 
vorce which he claimed to have obtained for her. 
The marriage was consummated in Cleveland, and 
afterward the nappy couple came to Columbus. 
One day the wife discovered in King’s portmanteau 
letters from his firet wife, from whom he had not 
been divorced, asking for assistance in supporting 
her two children. She exhibited these letters to 
him, and he took the first occasion to light ont and 
leave her to shift for herself. He then turned up 
in Cincinnati, and wooed and won Mies Rive. Be- 
fore he married Miss Rive, ae was divorced from 
his first wife. and the other woman, whose name 
was Sadie Vance, and who now calis herself Sadie 
King, ie at present living with a Mr. Rohrer, four 
miles from Dayton, O. This is the story, substan- 
tially, as told by Mra. Elizabeth E. Weaver. a 
widow living in this city, who is a relative by mar- 
riage of the Vances. She told the story to Madame 
Rive. 

One day last summer Sadie King went to Madame 
Rive and told the same story, so far as her part 
was concerned, _ claimed that the divorce was 
a sham, and that she had been criminally deceived 
by King, and proposed to make it hot for him 
unless money was paid. Madame Kive told her to 
put her whole story into writing and come again, 
and she would lay it before her daughter. The 
woman consented to do so, but never put in an ap- 
pearance again.

Madame Rive wrote to her daughter all the mat- 
ter: a pablication about the conduct of King while 
in the employ of the Decker Brothers was shown 
her; but nothing could shake her confiden~e in and 
fidelity to her husband.

They an 
tell the same story. that King induced Mrs. Vance 
to marry him by exhibiting a false bill of divorce 
from her husband.

JACQUES CALLOT. 
(Transtated from the French, for Tne Tribune, by Em-

All kuow that Callot was a great artist: his 
works are immortal; but it is not generally 
known that he was a great patriot. 

Jacques Callot was within his native city when 
the King of France, Louis XIII., besieged 
Nancy with his most renowned soldiers; and 
this Capital of Lorraine made a heroic resist- 
ance. Cardinal Richelieu, in order to gain ad- 
mission to Nancy, had recourse to an unpardon- 
able stratagem, by inducing the Duke Charles 
to believe that Louis XIII. was prepared to sign 
preliminaries of peace, and, under pretense of 
sach an arrangement, the Duke was made pris- 
oner, and an order forced from him to open the 
gates of Nancy. The Princess of Phaisbourg, 
who defended the city, disregarded this order 
given by her captive master; but the Governor 
delivered up the surprised and raging garrison. 

Jacques Callot was one of the Council of the 
proud sienrictte of Phalsboure; and, when all 
was lost, he shut himseif up in his atelier, a 
prey to angry feelings well comprehended in an 
indomitable Lorrainer. All the artists of the

THB BOSTON BANKS AND THE PROPOSED NEW 
YORK GOLD BASIS. 

The meeting of the Boston Clearing - House on 
Tuesday last to appointa commtttee to act with 
the Committee of the New York banks in memo- 
rializing Congress against the Silver bill and in 
arranging fora general adoption of the gold basis 
by the Eastern banks was not a success. The Com- 
mittee appointed by the Clearing-House, consist- 
ing of the Presidents of the Merchants’ National 
Bank, the New England National Bank, and the 
State National Bank, dechned to serve. These 
gentlemen addressed the Clearing - House, and stated 
that although opposed to silver as legal-tender 
to an indefinite amount, they could not 
favor the New York resolution that silver be used 
only for small change, nor could they advocate the 
policy of urging all financie) institutions to place 
their affairs upon a gold basis. After uttering 
these criticisms on the New York plan, they re- 
signed their places on the Committee. No attempt 
was made by the members of the Boston Clearing- 
House to replace them, and the whole matter was 
dropped. This will put an end to the proposed 
combination of New York, Boston, Philadelphia, 
and Baltimore banks. The Boston banks have the 
good setise to see that they must do business in the 
currency of the country where they exist, whether 
that be gold as before the War, greenbacks 
as during the War and until now, or silver when 
specie payments are resumed. The case of Cali- 
tornia is not in point. It was peculiarity of geo- 
graphical position and local relations to the gold 


~wand/silver product that enabled the banks of that 


State to do their business on a gold basis while the 
rgst of the country was using paper as legal-tender. 
Boston and the Boston banks, as well as Baltimore 
‘and the Baltimore banks, and Philadelphia and the 
Philadelphia banks, are rivals of New York for the 
Western trade. They are not likely to commit the 
folly of raising a currency barrier between them- 
selves and the West, however much they might 
like to see New York do so. 

FLUCTUATIONS OF NATIONAL SECURITIES ON 

THE LONDON STOCK EXCHANGE. 

An annual cironlar issued by Mathieson, of 
London, giving the statistics of the London stock 
market, shows some remarkable instanees of de- 
preciation in the prices of national securities. Al- 
most none of the Government securities have risen 
iu value. For instance, we find Peruvian (1870) 
bonds as high as 84% in 1872, and last year they 
were as low as 11K. Turkish 5 per cents were as 
high as 56 in 1872, 1. now hover between 8 and 
10. Rtssiam bonds have suffered less, compara- 
tively speaking, bat the 1873 joan, which was 
quoted at 104 the year after its issue, is now con- 
siderably below 80. These may be considered ex- 
treme instances, but the fact is that almost all 
foreign stocks have ruled lower in 1876 and 1877 
than in the years preceding, except French rentes, 
Portuguese 3 per cents, and United States funds. 
The last only began to show weakness towards tue 
end of the year, and even then theit extreme flacta- 
ation was only 5% per cent. 

PROPITS OF BRITISH BANKS. 

The London Joint Stock Bank divided 16% per 
cent among its stockholders in 1877 and 17 per 
cent in 1876. Its surplus is now 84 803,580. The 
Imperial Bank made dividends tothe amount of 6 
per cent in 1877 and the same in 1876. The Con- 
solidated Bank made dividends of 10 per cent in 
1877 and the same in 1876. The North & South 
Wales Bank, of Liverpool, has made dividends the 
past year amounting to 17% per cent. 

THE NUMBER OF CLEARING-HOUSES., 

The number of clearing-houses in the country 
was recently stated by Tus Tau as fourteen. 
The Public calls our attention to the fact that it re- 
ports seventeen regularly, and that besides these 
there are one at Indianapolis, which refuses 
reports; one at St. Paul, which is not effective; 
one at Lowell and one at New Haven which seem to 
be discoverable only in the Bankers’ Almanac: one 
at Spnngfieid, of wnich annual reports now appear; 
and one at Syracuse, which made feports fora short 
time. a 
NEW YORK STATE BANKS. 

The total number of State banks in New York 
State, reporting to the Superintendent, ‘was 81 at 
the close of tne fiscal year 1877, and 84 at the 
close of fiscal 1876. The aggregate resources Sept. 
29, 1876, were $100,750, 644, and Sept. 22,1877, 
they were $93, 385,429, a decrease of $7,374, 215. 

DEBT OF NEW ORLEANS. 

The debt of New Orleans has been reduced 
$3. 000, 000 in the last three years. In 1874 it was 
$24,700,000, and at the close of 1877 it stood at 
$21, 700, 000. 

GOLD AND GREENBACKS. 

Gold was 1016102 in greenbacks. 

Greenbacks were 990@08% cents on the dollar in 
gold.

The stock of lumber in this city on Jan. 1, 1878, 
was over 38, 556,900 feet, being an increase of 16, - 
179, 000 feet over that on Jan. 1, 1877. The stock of 
shingles the first of this year was 126, 640, 000, and 
that of last, 97,467,000. The steek of cedar posts 
and pickets is less, and of lath more, than a year 


ago. 

Beerbohm quoted our wheat 64 per quarter higher 
Saturday, while most of the private cables quoted the 
market as dull and easier. This caused much re- 
mark. The discrepancy is, however, susceptible 
of explanation. The private telegrams are all 
from parties in Liverpool, and Saturday is not 3 
market day in that town; while Beerbohm’s ouota- 
tion was understood to apply te the London 
market. 

It is authoritatively stated that nota single car 
load of the new corn arriving in this city during 
the last six weeks has inepected No. 2; and before 
that date only a few car-loads of the new corn 
from Kansas were inspected as No. 2. Whatever 
may be the state of the corn of the crop of 1877 
(and it now ie curing out fairly), u bas not yet been 
dry enough to deliver on regular contracts. 

Where will the winter wheat crop of this year be 
if the present weather continues much longer? 
The conditions are certainlyeyery peculiar. 

The Chicago produce markets were rather quiet 
Saturday, in the aggregate. Hogs were easier, 
and provisions weak, while barley was stronger, 
and other grain steadier. The advices from other 
points were rather contradictory, but on the whole 
favored strength in breadstuffs, while the supply 
of hogs in this city the coming week was expected 
to be unusually large. 

Jobpers of foreign ana domestic dry-goods re- 
ported a very quiet market, with little or no varta- 
tion in prices. The demand, as heretofore, was 
for such articles and such amounts as were actually 
needed for the prosecution of current trade, no 
one showing any inclination to anticipate wants. 
Groceries met with a very fair demand. Trade has 
slowly but steadily improved during the week, and 
the past few days compared favorably with former 
seasons in the quantity of goods distributed. 
Sngars, teas, and rice were firm. Coffees, sirups, 
and molasses were lacking in strength. There was 
a firm market for good to fancy grades of butter, 
but for common and inferior grades the feeling was 
depresséd. Cheese was in moderate request at 
previous quotations, or at 114%@12%c for good to 
best factory. No price changes were developed in 
the dried-fruit and fish markets, Oils were report- 
ed J yer men active at unchanged prices, though 

and turpentine were rather firmer. © Leather, 
tobacco, bagging, coal, and wood remained quiet, 
as previously quoted. . 

Hogs were active and easier, closing weak at 
$3.85@4.10 for common to choice. Cattle were 
inactive and unchanged, with common to choice 
quoted at 82.5004. 75. Sheep were quiet at $8. QD 
4.50. 

Lumber was in moderate demand and frm. The 
shipments are increasing: Thestock m the city 
is larger than in former years, but Chicago has 
more territory to supply than usual, and the pros- 
pect for getting out a full stock of logs is not en- 
couraging. It is said that the pineries of the 
Northwest are almost destitute of snow. A letter 
from Ashland, Lake Superior, says the ground is 
bare, and the weather like May. Reports of a like 
import come from Alpena, Menominee, and other 
lumbering séctions. The wool, hay, hide, and 
broom-corn markets were unchanged. Seeds were 
less active and steady, except buckwheat, which 
sold at lower prices. The demand for green fruits 
was small, and of a local character. Poultry was 
dull aud weak under large offerings of poor stock. 
Eggs were weaker, the receipts again being large, 
and the stock is accumulating 

Rall freights were quoted steady at 400 for 
grain and other fourth-ciass to New York, 37c for 
do to Baltimore, 38c to Philadelphia, and 45c to 
Boston and other New England points. Loose 
meats were quoted at 10c, and boxea meats at 5c 
per 100 Ibs higher than grain.

A DRIVER'S VIEW OF IT. 

The adherents and supporters of that glittering 
frand, the Nationa! Association for the Promotion 
of the Interests of the Trotting Turf, have been in 
hot water ever since that influential body of gen- 
tlemen, the National Breeders’ Association, de- 
clared jtseif opposed to any alliance with the first 
mentioned concern, on the ground that fraud and 
thieving had been_perpetrated under its auspices so 
long and so unblushingly that an alliance with it 
sromid prove digastrous to any body that laid claim 
td mute bility.

THE FRUIT COMMISSION MERCHANTS 
of South Water street held a special meeting at 


3:30 o'clock yesterday afternoon inthe Produce, 


Exchange, corner of LaSalle and South Water 
streets. Mr. N. W. Hewes presided and 
Mr. A. D. Ferren acted as Secretary. 
The object of the meeting was to hear 
the report of the Special Committee who had in 
charge the defense in the prosecutions for viola- 
tion of the fruit ordinance, recently decided as il- 
legal by Judge McAllister, and to define themselyes 
as to what regulations are necessary to govetn the 
trafic. 

Mr. A. L. Tucker, from a Special Committee, 
reported what they had done in regard to petition- 
ing the Council not to enforce the defeated fruit 
ordinance, etc. The report was received. 

Mr. Weaver, from the Defense Committee, also 
made their report, embodying facts already pub- 
lished. 

Mr. Stewart, the Treasurer, reported that $6 re- 
mained in his hands of the legal defense fund. 

On motion of Mr. Tucker, Messrs. Stiles, Tuley, 
and Lewis were thanked for their efiicient legal 
services to the fruit dealers. 

Mr. Thomas offered the following as embodying 


the sense of the meeting: 

Wuereas, The question of packages of fruit has 
been for the past two years thoroughly agitated both in 
city and country, to such an exteut in the city that the 
City Government felt compelled to pass ordinances last 
season in relation thereto, and in many country places 
dealers in small fruits are compelled to empty out of 
boxes and measure up by the quart to satisfy their cus- 
tomers; and, 

Wurm, Although the city authorities have been 
defeated before the courts on the ordinances p 
last season, they still proqess to pass such ordinances as 
will stand the test of the law: and, 

Whereas, If such ondinances should be of a con- 
demnatory nature by inspectors apeemess the city 
authorities, which is not improbable, it would lead to 
great annoyance and loss to the shippers; and, 

Wuexrezas, Manufacturers have not yet made the 
packages for the comlag season's fruit. nor have the 
growers yet bought them; and, 

Whergzas, We fully believe it is for the interest of 
the fruit trade generally, and each individual shipper 
as well. to have all fruits put up in full-sized package, 
and to be of good uniform quality, be it 

Resotved, That we, the fruit commission men of Chi- 
cago. assembled. do strongly and unqualifiedly recom- 

end to all our shippers that they use for all small 
fruits the full quart-box of sixty-seven cubic inches, 
we fully believing that it can be used for transporta- 
tion as well as anything smaller. except for rod raspber- 
ries, and for them we as strongly urge a full pint. We 

he so-called“ one-third 

quart-box, or the use of pint-boxes for anything except 
red raspberries. For all Southern fru such as 
peaches, pears, ctc., we recommend the continuance in 
use of the third-bushel box, as being the best. For 
Michigan fruits of similar kinds we cannot too strongly 
urge the use of the full peck-basket only. 
It is mall enough for any trade, and if the fruit is 
of untform quality through the basket, a one can com- 
lain. . Whortie or blueberries come to our market in 
all sizes of boxes and drawers. The least we kan 
recommend our shippers is to measure the packages 
fairly and mark the number of quarts contained in sach 
package plainly. It causes you but little trouble, saves 
deal of guessing, and our customers from a

At the same time he rejected the c oc- 
trine of universal restoration, as CYntrary 
to the teachings of the Scripture. ieving 
tbat the truth wag to be found between these 
two extreme views, he gave the su“ ect a close 
analytical study, and became vonvinced that 
there was only one solution of the question 
which would satisfy the * xisting conditions. 
This he called the doctrine of Eternal Death. 
Following is an ahstract , his argument: 
There are three maln theories relative to the 
3 of future “punishment. The first is 
that it is of a PUIKS tive nature, temporary in its 
duration, and to h ave as its result the restora- 
tion of the burv ed to God's favor and eternal 
happiness. Ty is was the opinion of Origen, 
and to this d-,y finds a place in the belief of one 
wa of a ‘membership of at least 100, 000, 000. 
ne scοõ, ] is that which has long been com- 
monly re ceived. It describes the penalty as be- 
ing eter nal in duration, and suppbses it to con- 
sist Of an eternal life suffering an cternai tor- 
ment. This was the theory of Augustine. The 
thb d is also eternal,—everlasting death being 
it, essence, attended and preceded by such vari- 
“ous degrees of pain as it may please God, in 


dealing with the individual sins of the judged, 


to inflict. “The third of these views is the one 
here maintained, {ts eternal duration will over- 
throw that of Origen, and its character involv- 
ing death will overthrow alike that of Origen 
and Augustine. 

The Word of God teaches that there will be 
punishment, and that this punishment will be 
eternal. Its duration is described exactly as 
is the beatitude of the redeemed. These shall 
go into everlasting punishment, and those shall 
have life everlasting. The same Greek word, 
“aionios,” is used in both places for everlast- 
ing. Christ hag also declared that for those 
who commit the unpardonable sin of blasphem- 
ing the Holy Ghost, “it shall not be forgiven 
them, neither in this world, neither in the world 
to come.“ This declaration does away with the 
idea of a purgative period tor one class of sin- 
ners. Of the class who regret Him, He has 
said. He that believeth not the Son shall not 
see life, but the wrath of God abideth on him.“ 
Of others, Chrigt has affirmed that it would have 
been better for them if they had never been 
bora, and w. th these it is impossible to associate 
the idea H a purgatory, as their release there- 
from woald at once open the doors of Heaven 
to thers, making amends for past punishment, 
and t aroughout eternity they would praise God 
that, they bad been born. 

‘fhe question now recurs, “* What will be the

But it was alicnable, 
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‘sist in an eternal life spent in pain of body or 
mind; but inagtate of utter death that abides 
forever. The process or means of dissolution 
will afford scope for’ a variety of punishment, 
proportionate to the enormity of the sins com- 
mitted during the earthly existence. There is 
no comparison between this view of eternal 
punishment and that which maintains an eter- 
nity of pain. This is shown in the present life, 


| when men wearied of the cares and responsi- 


bilities of existence are giad to exchange it for 
death. So the close of each agonized life in 
Hell would be longer for these, and would send 
a thrill of relief even through Heaven. 

Previous to the preaching of the Gospel, the 
highest order of pagan philosophy had framed a 
theory of the ‘immortality of the soul. While 
the great majority taught that death was an 
eternal sleep, others framed the idea of an im- 
mortality seif-existing in the soul. Plato has 
given us the marvelous reasoning of Socrates. 
and Cicero has exhibited the argument in 
his Tusculan questions. According to it there 
is an inherent immortality tothe soul. It could 
have no-end; no death. What was true of one 
sou! was true of all alike, whether good or bad. 
They,must live somewhere, Tartarus, or Cocytus, 
or the happy abodes of the purified. This idea 

ed into the early theology of the Christian 
hurch. It pervades Tertullian eee 
„ and Augustine. Heedless of Paul's 
warning in h pistle to the Colossians, Co- 
rinthians, and Timothy, they followed the Pla- 
tonic theory, and applied their theol to all 
souls alike. This philosophical idea of Plato 
has influenced the interpretation of Scripture 
for the past eighteen centuries. The Fathers 
laid down as adogma that God gave to the soul 
at its creation an inalienable immortality,—an 
immortality not affected by any conduct on man’s 
part, and of which Ged Himself could not de- 
prive it. A perpetuity that could not, or never 
would, be taken from the soul. would have the 
same bearing on the future of man. In either 
case hé must Jive ou forever, whether in misery 
or happiness. 

The immortality of the soul, as laid down by 
Plato, — , or Augustine, was a mere fancv. 
Scripture — the existence of any essential 
orinherent immortality. To one being only— 
to God Himself—does it belong. What had a 
beginning may have au end. The life that God 
He can take away. The Scriptures do 
not sanction the idea that man is possessed of 
an inalienableimmortality. The expression im- 
mortality of the soul“ is nowhere mentioned in 
the Bible. The phrase living soul” applica 


to man at his creation has been held by many 


Christian writers to imply such an immortality. 


4 The very same phrase had been applied in the 


0 Hebrew to the lower creation previous 
to its application to man. The lower animals 
are allowed in Scripture to be possessed of body, 
soul, and spirit, which form the threefold de- 
scription of man. 

Immortality was given to man at his creation. 
for God said In 
the day thou eatest, thou shalt 
Man aia eat, and thus he 
away God’s greatest gift; immortality was 
s@liepated. Man made in the image of God 
Dust thou art and unto 
‘dust thou shalt return.“ Should immortality 
be man’s again, it must be as a gift restored and 


ö not inherited. It must come by virtue of anew 


rovision of grace. This was the Gospel of 

Christ. It was to give back the eternal life 
which man had forfeited that Christ suffered 
on the Cross. , 

To this view of future punishment there is 

ope common objection. It has great ap- 
nt force, and is thus stated: That what 
s no longer felt to be punishment by the party 
,.who is punished, is no punishment at ali,”— 
that it ceased to be er the moment it 
ceased to be felt. This was the chief reason 
for the doctrine of endless misery. The pagans 
who tried te reconcile man to death as no evil 
corrected their reasoning, and pronounced end- 
less death an endless injurv. Life restored to 
man through Christ t an eternal life, hence its 
loss inflicted as a punishment is an eterual puu- 
ishment. | 

Capital punishment bas always been regarded 
as not only the greatest but the most lasting 
of all punishment. ‘And the reason for its be- 
ing so reckoned is, it has deprived the sufferer 
of every hour of life that he would otherwise 
have enjoyed. Its duration is supposed co- 
existent with the period of his natural life. 
And this death affords a perfect analogy to the 
second. 

The grand object of all-wise punishment is 
the lesson taught by it to those who have not 
offended. Now, viewed in this life, eternal 
death is eternally felt, and has an eternal influ- 
ence. ‘Lhe actual sinner suffered as he de- 
served, and his death intervenes to afford its 
eternal lesson. Milton describes the fallen an- 
gels shuddering at the thought of the loss of 
life. How much more terrible the thought to 
those whose life is synonymous with joy. This 
death of the soul Lucretius called Immortal 
Death”; Cicero pronounced it ‘Everlasting 
Death “; and Tertullian, when he describea the 
resurrectionless state, pronounced it Eternal

warning meant; he understood its full import. 

was the law of the lower creation. Its 
original significance was the loss of life which 
first gave to man in Eden. It was the 
primitive idea of death. To tuie primary and 
world-a ted meaning of the word there is 
one exception, that given in the theology of a 
portion of Uhristendom. Compelled by a ter- 
rific creed of punishment, death is made to 
mean its opposite,—Life, some condition 
ot being or existence. This late mea 
ing, however, is without force, as reg 
the use of the word in the Old Testameut 
According to that portion of the Scripture, 
death is to be after —— the result of sin, 
as life is the result of righteousness. The end 
of the ungodly is described by every expression 
that can pi lv be construed to mean less of 
life, loss af existence—resolution of organized 
substance into its original parts. The wicked 
are to be destroyed, for them will be a day of 
slaughter, the lain shall be many, their car- 
casses sha}l be looked upon, they shall be root- 
ed out of the land of the living, shall be con, 
sumed, cut off, blotted out of the Book of

Greek give as the mean- 
ing of the word, in its primary sense, “ exist- 
ence.”” James defines it as a vapor that appear- 
eth for a little time and then vanisbeth awav. 
other Greck word, is constantl 
life’? in the New Testament, 
is never used to express that sense of happi- 
ness which some creed-makers would have the 
world believe. There are other words which are 
significant of future punishment. “ Apollumi” 
and “apoleia’’ are gof frequent occurrence. 
They denote an utter loss of life. Matthew, X., 
28. says: Fear not them which kill the body 
but are not able to kill the soul; but rather 
fear Him who is abie to destroy both body and 
soul in hell.” Paul says, Behold, ye despis- 
ers and wonder and perish.“ The unbejievers 
will first see what they have rejected, will won- 
der at their folly, and then vanisn out of exist- 
ence. in speaking of the ungodly, Peter says 
they, like brute beasts, shall perish in their own 
corruption ; and the same Greek word is used of 
the end of beasts and of the ungodly. The 
wicked shall be punished with ever- 
lasting destruction from the presence 
of the Lord. The immortality of the 
soul was a question with which the 
Greeks were familiar, and the word used in the 
Gospels in connection with the future existence 
were of general use in the discussions on the 
pagan side of the question, and in both con- 
nections had exactly the same meaning. The 
see gee relative to a future state are the same in 
lato ana the Gospel, though what the former 
denies of the souls of all alike, the latter asserts 
of some of the souls of men. The Gospel 
brought together the fragments of truth scet- 
tered throughout all human 1 Those 
who would soar it raises to ; those who 
would revel in wickedness it sinks to the level 
of the beasts that perish. 

There is another phrase significant of future 
punishment. It is in Paul’s wish that he were 
accursed from Christ for his brethren.” Paul 
means by being accursed the condition in 
which the ungodly will really be. He could only 
wish a complete blotting out of his name_from 
the book of life, so that his kinsmen could get 
the life he had surrendered for himself. The 
Greek word “‘ accursed”’ was frequently applied 
to animals devoted to death—remova!l from the 
sight of man. Throughout John’s Gospel fu- 
ture punishment is mentioned only under some 
term of death or destruction. Life 
is perpetually contrasted with death— 
not perish, but have everlasting lite. 
Throughout the Acts all reference to the future 
state of the wicked is to their destruction, not 
one word meaning eternal torment. In none 
of the Episties can anything be found approx- 
imating in the remotest degree to the doctrine 
of eternai damnation. Perfectly in accordance 
with this is the testimony of Peter, who uses 
‘*withereth where James says fades away.“ 
Paul speaks of the enemies of Christ, and their 
end is destruction. 0 death! where is thy 
sting: O grave! where is thy victory!“ and then 
the Apostle adds: Thanks be unto God, who 
giveth us the victory through our Lord Jesus 
Christ.“ What is this victory over death? 
It is the attainment of an immortal life 
beyond the grave, given only through 
Christ. Those out of Christ do not reap 
such victory. In this connection the words of 
Malachi are very apropos. He says the wicked 
shall be burned up. and of them shall 
be left neither root nor branch. This does not 
mean the popular idea of burning up in a bell 
filled with blazing brimstone. It simply means 
positive annihilation. John the Baptist clinches 
this by proclaiming that Christ will gather the 
wheat into His garner, and burn up the chaff 
with unquenchable fire. 

Scripture illustrations overdraw the systems 
of eternal torment and restoration. The wicked 
shall be dashed to pieces, they shall be like the 
beasts that perish, like a whirlwind that passes 
away, like 2 consumed by a moth. They 
shall burn like the fat of lambs in.the fire, meit 
like wax, and vanish like exhausted waters. 
They are Hkened unto fish cast away to cor- 
ruption, to a house thrown down to its founda- 
tions, to the destruction of om by 
fire. If God had decreed that in 
the hereafter there should be an eternal 
hell of the orthodox pattern He would not have 
allowed His inspired writers to make use of the 
similes mentioned. The wicked would not con- 
sume, etc. 

The poet Lucretius was opposed to the views 
of Plato. He was an absolute annihilationist. 
He believed that death was the end of body and 
soul, and likened dissolution to smoke vanish- 
ing and dispersing into air, which is a favorite 
illustration ot Scripture describing the end of 
the ungodly, for into smoke shall they con- 
sume away.“ 

Tertullian and Augustine believed that the 
wicked shail exist forever in the fire of Hell. 
For illustration they do not quote Scripture, but 
from nature take those in direct opposition. 
The wicked ‘are likened unto volcanoes which 
burn but are not consumed, Hke salamanders 
which are not destroyed in the fire. 

One of the texts urged in support of eternal 
hell-fire is Mark. IX., 44, in which Christ pro- 
nounces the doom of the ungodly,—where the 
morm dicth not, and the fire is not quenched. 
This saying of Christ is not origmal; it is taken 
from Isaiah, „A, which says: ‘They shall 
go forth and look upon the carcasses of the men 
that have tran ainst me, for their 
worm shall not die, neither shall their fire be 
22 and they shall be an abhorring unto all 

esh.“ The worm and the fire are alike ex- 
ternal to and distinct from the subject on which 
they prey, and that upon which they prey 
are not the living but the dead. Isaiah fre- 
quently uses the image of the worm, but always 
connected with death. The passage means sim- 
ply Hell as the cleanser of God’s world by the 
utter destruction of the remains of the wicked. 
The passage in Jude referring to the etérnal 
fire consuming om and Gomorrah means 
simply the destruction of those cities in the 
time of Lot, and their abiding condition ever 
since. It is the eternal sufferiug from fire ; 
— and desolation have reigued there ever 
since. 

There are distinctions in future punishment. 


Hell is not to all a sudden cessation of exist- 


ence. There is life in that prison, but it does 
not continue forever. There is weeping and 
a and anguish, on the part of the 
lost. grets and pains precede and produce 
death in Hell, just as they doonearth. The 
weepers and gnashers are those who have re- 
— the proffered The Cities of 

horazin and Bethsaida, the children of the 
Kingdom, the refusers of the Apostle’s mes- 
sage, the hypocrites, are held up as exceeding 
in guilt the ignorant offender, the uncovenanted 
tranegressor, and the men of Tyre and Sidon. 
For the former are many stripes; for the latter, 


few. 

The second death is like unto the first. Here 
a man lives nigh unto a thousand vears; to an- 
other the first breath of life is the last. One 
dies as if he were going to sleep; another is 
racked with torture for year after year. The 
devil and his angels will meet the same fate as 
the ungodly. ey shall be utterly destroyed. 
They are not the tyrants of Hell; they are pun- 
ished with a severity proportioned to their guilt. 

The question of Divine justice is one that will 
constantly recur whenever the subject of future 
punishment is considered. Is pain inflicted 
throughout eternity a just punishment for any 
conceivable amount of sin committed by the 
worst of mankind! Man did not ask for life 
It was given him without his knowledge or 
consent. The advocates of eternal torment urge 
that the ungodly perpetually commit sins in Hell. 
The lost are incapable 6f sinning, for they 
are out of and beyond the law. Where there is 
no law tnere can be no transgression. Would 
it de just in God to inflict an eternity of pain 
on any single creature of His hand? The ver- 
dict of the human heart answers No. The 
Church of Rome offers her millions a purgatory, 
—a finite period of torment,—though sbe holds 
out eterna! terrors to those without her pale. 
The churches of the Reformation, though fol- 
lowing the Augustinian theory of everlasting 
torment, have not given a rigid adhesion to it. 
Tillotson, Hall, Taylor, and Barnes accepted 
the theory, but loved it not. The modern 
mind, shaken in religious faith, pronounces the 
whole scheme a lie, and denounces the inspira- 
tion of a book which is supposed to teach it. 
The doctrine of the eternal death of the sinner 
shows an award of justice which, if ft 
brings the sigh of sadness, brin also the 
full, deep breathing of infinite relief. Looking

The Scriptures predict the extinction of evil, 
and this is in harmony with the doctrine of 
eternal death. Evil is not to be everlasting. It 
had a beginning and sball have an end. God 
has promised a restitution of allthings. The 
time will come when they who rejected God 
shall be silent in darkuess, and those who did 
not shall praise the Lord. e Aucustinian 
theory tells us that Godl’s ears shall be pained 
throughout eternity by the blasphemies of the 
wicked, and His eyes offended with the sight of 
evil. It sets aside a portion of God's universe 
for thee everlasting preservation of wicked- 
ness, in the face of what He expressly 
decreed. The gy object of punishment 
is not retribution. it is prevention. That 
severity is the wisest and most 
merciful that has for ifs object the protection of 
the law-abiding claages, and the prevention of 
their degeneration into law-breakers. The 
origin of evil is accotunted for by the freedom of 
the will which belongs to all beings above the 
rank of the brute creation. The first appear- 
ance of moral evil, so far as the human race is

JOSEPH COOK’S VIEWS. 
IP SIN BE ETERNAL, 80 I8 PUNISHMENT. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

TITUSVILLE, Pa., Jan. 19.—Joseph Cook has 
been here and gone. He lectured before avery 
large audience of the beat peopie of the city in 
the Opera-House last evening, and, after the 
lecture I approached him, and readily obtained. 
an interview. . 

„Mr. Cook,“ said I, “the public manifest a» 
desire to know what you hold upon that su b 
ject so much discussed of late—Hell. Wu 
you gratify the public by telling me, so that I 
can publish your views?’ 

“ Well, really I shall want to post myreif 
more fully upon what has been said on the 
other side of the water before making uo my 
mind exactly what I shall say. You know ft a: 
only a few weeks since we knew what Canor 
Farrar thought upon this subject, and many’ 
of the great minds have not spoken at all as yet. 
Their views will not change mine 11 
all probability, but the perusal or 
their opinions may change the form tn 
which I present my views. You have noid:a 
of the pressure under which I live. My Boston 
lectures crowding me n the while for new

thoughts, and here I am delivering lecturas 


nearly every night in the week. Added to that 
iam preparing copy and reading proof for my 
new c which is soon to appear from tlie 
press of tne Osgoods.

Last night I rode eil 
night on the cars and wrote with a lamp on miy 
lap. When 1 finish Boston lectures ih 
April, I propose to pre some new lectur *s 
for the lyceum platforh.

„Tes, certainly, I have what I consider car >- 
fully matured views. I have delivered one 
lecture that covers the 4 — . — fully. It 
is my ‘* Permanence of Moral Character.’ In 
that lecture will be found my views upon th is 
subject. I hold that in the region of physic 31 
and organic laws there is a point beyond whic'a, 
if the step is taken, it becomes too late to men: l. 
Under the physical law of gravitation, the c 
reening of a ship to the right and to the left fur 
a certain time and to a certain extent teaches 
the sailor seamanship; it makes them bold and 
wise; it is remedial. But a point is reached in 
the careening when the violation ceases to be 
remedial, the balance is entirely destroyed, and 
the ship capsized. Under the physical laws 
there is thus a point where it becomes too late 
to mend. There is thus aclear distinction be 
tween penalty which is remedial and that which 
is not. That is plain, is it not?’ 

“It would seem to be.“ | 

„Well the same thing t true under the 
organic law. Take certain kinds of trees, 
where they are gashed to acertain point they 
may throw out gums and heal the wounds, 
making the spot stronger than before. But 
when gashed beyond the centre the organic law 
is so far violated that the tree falls; and after 


a thousand years you would not expect to see 


the tree escape from the dominion of the law 
which is enforcing upon it penalty, would you? 
There is vo tendency in that penalty toward reme- 
dial effect; none at ail. erefore, under the 
organic laws there is such @ thing as its being 
too late to mend. Is that not plain!“ 

I gave assent, and the great preacher pro- 


ceeded : 
“T simply e from the great principle 

analogy whi Newton and Bishop Buch 
taught. Here we have two sets of natural 
laws which both point in the same direction and 
which are included under three classes. Both 
these incontrovertibly show that thee 
is such a thing as penalty withorit 
remedial effect. May there not te 
the same under the third set? Two 
fingers shut towards the palm. I cannot quite 
trace the whole range of the moral law; but I 


the third probably does. 
thing as being forever too late to mend under 
the organic and the physical natural law, probu- 
bly 
thing under the moral natural law. Julius 
Muller says. Such is thejconstitation of things 
that unwillingness to goodness may ripen into 
eternal voluntary opposition to it.” This 
brings up the inveteracy of sin. You bave 
heard of that. Out of its Mveteracy will not 
easily arise its evanesceneé, Out of its pro- 
longation comes its invetersev, and out of its 
inveteracy may come its anence. I hold 
that under irreversible tural law there 
may exist in the universe eternal sin. 
Eternal sin is the Seriptural bras‘. 
As all scholars know, we must read in the 26th 
verse of the third chapter of Mark, 
tos and nog kriseos. He who sinneth against 
the Holy Ghost is in danger of eternal sin. The- 
odore Parker used to say that the profoundest 
expressions in the New ‘testament are those 
which are the most likely to have been correctly 
reported. What phrase on this theme is pro- 
founder than eternal sin’? Ido not deem it 
the best method to teach the truth of future 
punishment to say that a man is p2arished for- 
ever and forever for the sins of that band’s 
breadth of duration we calltime If the soul 
does not repent of these with contrition, the 
nature of things forbids its peace, but the Bib- 
lical and the natural truth is, that prolonged 
dissimilarity of feeling with God may end in 
eternal sin. If there is eternal sin, there 
will be eternal punishment. Under irre- 
versible natural law there can de no 
blessedness without holimess. God's om- 
nipotence cannot force biessedpess on 
a soul that has lost the pre@ominant desire to 
be holy. Ommniscience cannot make happy a 
man who loves what God hates, and hates what 
God loves. If you fall into predominant dis- 
similarity of feeling with God, it is out of His 
power to give you blessednefs. Without holl- 
ness there can be no blessedness; but there can 
be no holiness without a pr@dominant love of 
what God loves and hate of what God hates. 
We grow wrong; we allow ourselves to erystal- 
lize in habits that imply a loss of the desire to be 
holy; and at last, having made up our minds 
not to love predominantly what God loves and 
hate what He hates, we ard amazed that we 
bave not blessedness. But the universe is not 
amazed. The nature of things is but another 
name for the Divine nature. God would not be 
God if there could be blessedtess without holi- 
ness. Those are my views at present upon the 
subject of punishment.”

A CATHOLIC THEORY. 
THE LOCATION OF HELL ANP Its NATURB. 

„Hell Opened to Christiang” is the title of 
a work republished iu recent (numbers of the 
New York Sunday Democrat. In some lines of 
the preface to it the Sundag Democrat says: 
“Years ago a holy Jesuit (the Rey. Father 
Pinamonti) wrote an admirable book of medita- 
tion on hell, which was reprinted in this country 
with the approbation of Bishop Kendrick, of 
Philadelphia.” In giving some passages from 
it we trust we shall not diminish 
their interest by the condensaffon that is neces- 
sary, or by leaving out the L or Scriptural 
quotations which adorn it. The Rev. Father 
Pinamonti says: 

God has framed a prison in the lowest region 
of the universe, a very suitable place, as the 
farthest of all from Heaven. Here, though the 
place is wide enough, the dam#ed will not even 
have that relicf which either a poor prisoner has 
in walking between four walls or the sick man 
in turning himself in his bed, because here they 
shall be bound up like a fagrot, and heaped

the violence of that lighted exhalation. Finally, 
our fire destroys what it burns; therefore, the 
wore intense it is the shorter it is; but that fire 
im which the damned shall forever be tormented 
shai burn without ever consuming, and is, 
therefore, by Christ compared unto salt, which, 
torturing them with inconceivable heat in nature 
of fire, Will also hinder them from being cor- 
rupted, as it is the nature of salt to do. 

The infernal prison being to contain all the 
bodies of the damned, without being compene- 
trated one with another, it will be regu it 
should be a pit of many miles in circumference, 
depth, and heighth, considering the great num- 
ber of its prisoners. Now. all this great pit will 
be full of fire, and if lighted straw, When there 
is enough of it, will heat an ovea, what will 
lighted brimstone do, so Violent as to quality, 
and so great as to quantity? the 
fire here will be shut up without any ve 
therefore, all its flames will return Bee 
verberation, and, by comsequence, of 
unspeakable activity. Fiame so fierce and 
sO great will not only afflict us 
without, as it happens with the fires 
in this world, but will penetrate our very bones, 
our marrow, and even che very principle of our 
liie and being. Every one that is damned will 
be fike a lighted furnace, which has ite own 
flames in. itself; all that filthy blood will boil in 
the veiris, the brains in the skull, the heart in 
breast, the bowels within the unfortunate body, 
surrounded with an abyss of fire, out of which 
it car mat escape. 

Consider that whatever has been said, either 
to t'ae strength, the quailty or the quantity of 
this, inf fire, it is nothing in comparison to 
the, intenseness it will have as being the instru- 
m ent of the Divine justice, which will raise it 
n oove its natural force to produce most wonder- 
ful effects. The infernal fire will be of that 
‘sind; it will have its rise from the foot of the 
throne of God,—that is to say, it will receive an 
incredible vigor from the omnipotence of God,— 
working not with its own activity, but, as an in- 
| strument, with the activity of its agent, who 

will give to the flames such tntenseness as he 
shall think convenient to revenge the outrages 
committed against him, aud to repair the inju- 
ries done his giory. 

If the fire, like a sword Malling with ite own 
weight only, makes such havoc among us, what 
will it dom heli, when assisted by an omnipo- 
tent arm! 

The company of the devils will prove far more 
— than would de that of our greatest 
enemies, they being also executioners and min- 
isters of Divine justice. They will afflict the 
damned two different ways, by their sight and 
by reproaches. The sight of a devil is so terri- 
bie that St. Francis, after having seen one, as 
sured his companion, Brother Giles, “ that had 


such a monster, thoug 
for never so few moments, without expiring.” 
St. Antoninus making mention of a religious 
person, who, having seen the devil. said he 
would freely go into a flery furnace rather than 
see him any more. St. Catharine, of Sienna, 
speaking to our Savior, said much more: 
“That, rather than to behold again so frightful 
an infernal form, she would choose to walk in a 
romd all of fire to the very day of judgment.” 
According to this, one of those monsters alone 
would be enough to make a hell of the place he 
‘was in; yet in hell they will be without num- 


ber. 

What a life will that be, worse than a thou- 
sand deaths, to live among such cruel enemies 
and such bloody executioners! 

Consider that were the pains of hell less 
racking, yet, being never to have an end, they 
would become infinite. What, then, will it be, 
they being intolerable as to sharpness and end- 
less as to duration? Who can conceive how 
much it adds to grief, its being never to have 
an end? The torment of one hour is a great 
pain, that of two must be twice as much; the 
torment of a hundred hours must be a hundred 
times as much, and so on, the pain still increas- 
ing in portion of the time of its duration. 
What, thea, must that be which is to last in- 
finite hours, infinite days, infinite ages! That 
pain certainly must be infinite, and surpass all 
our thoughts toconccive it; for were it proposed 
to the damned to suffer either the sting of a bee 
in their eye for a whole eternity, or to under- 
go all the torments of hell for as many ages as 
there are stars in heaven, they would, withou* 
doubt, choose to be thus miserable for so many 
ages, and ther to see an end of their misery, 
than to endure a pain so much less that was to 
have no end. Take an hour glass into thy hand. 
and say thus to thyself: II I were to be buried 
alive in the middle of a fire for as many thou- 
sand years as there are grains in this little 
parcel of sand, which measures the a 
hours, when should I see an end Of my pain 
The world has lasted so long, and yet bas not 
compieted 6,000 years, so that there would not 
as yet be above five grains taken away, which 
would not be more than some few atoms, in 
respect of the remaining quantity; and yet, if 
I die in mortal sin, I am obliged by faith 
to believe that, after having suffered all 
these ages, none of my pain due to it will 
be passed, and eternity will remain as en- 
tire as ever. Let us go on, and imagine 
to ourselves a mountain of this small sand, so 
high ae would reach from earth to heaven; then 
let every ond say to himself, Were I to continue 
in flames so many thousand years as there are 
grains of sand in this* vast mountain, when 
should I ever see an end of my torments? Let 
us, then, imagine this great mountain to be 
multiplied as often as there are sands in the 
sea, leaves on trees, feathers on birds, scales on 
fishes. bairs on beasts, atoms in the alr, drops of 
water that have rained or will rain to the day of 
judgment. What human understanding can 
ever comprehend so great a number, which can 
scarce be comprehended by an angel himself? 

If this succession of ages without end could 
in hell give any relief by variety, it would, on 
that score, be more tolerable; but how can it 
be tolerable, it being to be alwaye the same in

The United Presbyterian Ministerial Associa- 
tion, Pittsburg, condemns church fairs as a 
means of raising money for church purposes. 

In the State of New Hampshire petitions are 
in circulation for the restoration of Bible read- 
ing or some religious service in the public 
schools. 

In Carson, Nev., at an Episcopal church fair, 
there were several billiard-tables in charge of 
the ladies, at four bits a game. The noy- 
elty might be introduced here, to take the place 


of grab-bags and raffles. 

St. John’s Reformed Episcopal Church, Hyde 
Park, has just received an additional renovation 
to the one given it last spring. The walls have 
been frescoed, the chancel enlarged, and the 
general appearance greatly improved. 


Three ex-priests are now ministers of the 
Presbyterian Church in Canada. Three others 
have recently renounced Romanism, and two 
more have written expressing the desire to 
enter the service of same Church, thus 
making eight in all. 

The New Haven School Board has voted to 
discontinue religious exercises in the public 
schools, As there are tifty-five churches in the 
city, or nearly one to every thousand of the 
population, the Bible ought to be in no danger 
of dropping out of sight.

Gamble Desperately. 


A London Restaurant---The Dukes of

MEN WHO BET DESPERATELY. 
Paris Correspondence Wilkes’ Spirit. 

There are some very peculiar characters among 
the Parisian dubmen. In a former letter I had 
afew words to say on the subject of young 
Marquis de Castellane, who, during the last féw 
years, has gained rather an unenviable notoriety 
from the numerous scrapes he has fallen into. 
Castellane isa most inveterate gamester,—one 
of those men who would play with avy one for 
anything. Not content with being one of the 
heaviest turf speculators, his entire exist- 
ence is passed at his club, following the 
phases of some monster game of baccarat or 
ecarte. From his seared and coleress features, 
his nervous, irritable manner, one can tell, 
without any very searching scrutiny, what vice 
it is that possesses him. Ata single glance one 
can see that his days and nights are passed at 
the gaming table. A few years ago Marquis de 
Castellane went in for political honors; he was 
named a Deputy, but eren when this coveted 
distinction was obtained he was unable to give 
u ug petted foibie, but seemed to plunge into 
~ ith a greater zest. It has often been re 
marked that the men who are devoured by this 
intense love of gambling are the most unlucky, 
ahd the more they lose the more they become 
attached to their fatal falling. It was so with 
Marquis de Castellane; his losses were fearful, 
but he went on playivg more heavily than ever, 
risking his patrimony and his estate, until his 
relatives felt themselves called upon to inter- 
lere. As the French phrase is. he was placed 
under the supervision of a ray council, 
That is to say, guardians of his fortune were 
appointed, and his associates were forbidden to 
play with bim on credit. Such a terrible show- 
ing up as this, if a necessary check to the gam- 
bler, was a severe blow to the Deputy; 
and, of course, his political adversarie 
fairiy reveled in the scandalous dis- 
closure, and harped so pitilessly upon 
the painful theme that at last the pa- 
tience of Marquis de Castellane could hold out 
no longer, and he challenged one of the most 
aggressive of the hostile scribblers. The affair 
went off in smoke, however, and the young 
Deputy was permitted to resume bis nightly 
“little games“ unmolested. He its still one 
of the most assiduous babitues of the gambling 
clubs, and at the races may always be seen 
making a heavy book in the ring. He had 2 
„Streak of luck” lately. He was dead on 
the French horse Jongleur, who easily won 
the Cambriégeshire, with odds of, forty 
to one, an offer against him up to 
the start. Marquis de Castellane had in- 
vested louis on the crack, at 
forty, so he won 8,000 louis, or $32,000. This 
was aneat little winning m its way, but the 
Marquis was rather disgusted than otherwise, 
to think that he had bet sv much on the horse, 
and had missed the chance of netting a million 
or two at a single coup. Compared to Castel- 
lane’s previous losses, his gains on Jongileur were 
a mere drop in the ag HS enough to whet 
his appetite for more. Since his lucky ‘“‘ haul” 
he has plunged into card and turf speculations 
with a new zest, like a giant refreshed, and 
probably his pallid, wasted face will be con- 
stantly seen this winter around the rouge-et- 
noir table at Monaco. 

Another of the Parisian gaming notabilities 
is Albert Wolff. a curious character in more re- 
spects than ove. Wolff is now one of the chief 
critics of the /igaro, that witty, flippant, all 
Parisian sheet. and is considered one of the 
cleverest meu of the French gress. His lively 
articles, dashed off with ready, trenchant pen, 
are eagerly read whenever he deigas to throw 
them on paper, between while, during the short 
intervals woes he is not engaged in some heavy 

ame. As his name indicates, Wolf is a 

rerman. He came to Paris some twenty 
years ago, friendless and penniless, bare- 
ly acquainted with any other language 
than his own, but determined to force 
his way into some position. He thought jour- 


-nalistic notoriety the most easy of attainment, 


and strove for several years to becomea suc- 
cessful litterateur. Those only who know by 
bitter experience how narrowly exclusive, how 
lacking in enterprise and initiative 
French press (and I trust such unſortunates are 
few) can appreciate how bitter and dishearten- 
ing must bave been the reception of the young 
German; bow rude his rebuffs and his repulse. 
For several years Wolff suffered all the pangs 
of a sensitive spirit; crushed by the harshness 
and indifference of those who had arrived, 
to use the picturesque and expressive French 
phrase. Wolff bimself says that he almost sur- 
rendered durinz this period of doubt aud dis- 
tress; but at last bis struggles were successiul, 
and he soon took abigh place among Paris 
journalists, gaining a reputation for brilliaacy 
and wit which he has since sustamed. As soon 
as Wolff ielt that his position upon the press 
was secured, he manifested a taste for the gay- 
eties of Parisian life, which was probably fos- 
tered during the long period of disappointment 
and privations through which he nad passed. 
High play was his chief vice. He soon 
became a frequenter of the gamblin 
clubs, and passed his whole time aroun 
the green cloth. Wolf possessed all 
the requisites of a first rate card player. He ig 
cool, wary, and observant; bold in gain, and 
prudent in ioss. Like many of his countrymen, 
he has rather a mathematical turn of mind, so 
he soon completely mastered the rules of the 
game in vogue at his clubs, and applied them 
wich a peculiar skill and daring. Fora number 
of years Wolff has been renowned as one of the 
best card playersin Paris; he was constantly 
lucky, as good players generally are, and won 
large sums very frequently. Not very lon 0 
Wolff was known to have won some 1 
francs in two years, and he should have 
foresworn play when he found himself 
such a large gainer. Three millions is a large 
fortune, even in these days of high expense 
and extravagance; and in the wildest dreams 
of his youth Wolff can never have imagined 
himself the possessor of such a sum. But even 
this cool, cautious German was unable to resist 
the constant, never-allayed cravings for gain 
which always lead the gambler to his ruin. 
Wolff lived for several years in the .finest 
style, almost gave up journalism, and 
went in for speculation on a_ large 
scale in stocks and shares. The fluctu- 
ations of tbe market were unfavorable to the 
lucky player, who lost at the Bourse a portion 
of the sum he had won at the tapis vert. The 
cards ran against him, too, for a while; and a 
short time ago Wolff was obliged to betray how 
great had been the iuroads upon his gambling 
gain, when be had to request a short but sig- 
nificant delay in the payment of 160,000 
francs, which he had lost in one night 
at baccarat. Wolff produced the sum 
without any great difficulty, however, 
and has since had a return of his old luck; sey- 
eral thousands of louis have come back to him, 
and he is once more the terror of his set. 
Though he devotes his entire time to cards, 
Wolff occasionally pens some brilliant criti- 
cism or witty review; he shows in all his 
articles the possession of more taste, thought, 
and power of observation than the other men 
of the Figaro can lay any claim to, and it is 
certainly a pity that should prostitute his 
talents to gam .

are peculiarly attractive just now, and those for 
evening and reception wear are bewitching be- 
yond words, One I met this evening en route 
to the theatre was highly artistic.

The crown was encircled by a wreath of rich 
bronze foliage, whence fell a very thick, 
short fringe of orange chenille. The énd 
of each piece was ti scarlet 
and at the back gleamed à cluster of scarlet 
chenille loops.

The jittie gilded 
and silvered quills and wiugs which I mention- 
ed some time ago, have risen rapidly and stead- 
Uy in favor. ‘lhey certainly deserve their pop- 
alarity, for they are, when used with discretion 
and moderation, a great ornament. Three 
slender gold quills handsomely relieve the som- 
breness of a green or brown bonnet, and a little 
silver wing brightens and wonderfully enriches 
the appearance of a dark-blue or wine-colored 
bonnet. Only the smallest and most perfect 
wings and quills should be dressed with either 
gold or silver. Large and ungafnly ones are to 
be studiously avoided. A good deal of bronze, 
silver, and gold foliage and berries may be no- 
ticed on some very handsome bonnets. Only 
the most judicious use of the two latter can 
roduce an advantageous effect. Too much 
— is far worse than not enough, for the re- 
sult cannot fail of being something tawdry and 
shocking to good taste. The bronze garnitures 
are less conspicuous, and may be used in some- 
what greater profusion, but too much of these, 
even, is to be condemned. Some of the leaves 
made in bronze and lined with id are very 
beautiful ; especially noticeable are the 
oak and holly leaves. These are in 
much demand, and 1 have lately 
seen a ball toilette trimmed with gold-veined 
bronze, holly-leaves, and scarlet berries, which, 
was exquisite. The dress itself was of black 
tulle richly garnished with these beautiful 
leaves and berries, and was as handsome as it 
was novel. 
I have several times mentioned that 
BANGLES 
are no longer considered elegant, and yet I 
must seem a false chronicler, ior they are still 
worn by a few ladies of unquestionable taste. 

The ladies have ban- 
gies of exquisite designs and costly prices, and 
so they continue to wear them rather than ut- 
terly discard them, for in themselves some ban- 
gles may be ver / beautiful, but the use of them 
is essentially barbarous, and the habit of wear- 
ing them in such great numbers vulgar. Though 
by some ladies they are still considered ‘in 
style,“ I do not hesitate to pronounce it a very 
bad style. As a substitute for the profusion of 
bangies are some very narrow gold bracelets, of 
which either one or two may be worn on onc 
arm. One of these consists of a very narrow 
band of dull gold made with square edges. Set 
along the centre of the surface is a row of tur- 
quoises about the size of a pea, Another style 
has the same gold band with faceted edges, 
something quite new and very handsome. This 
band is ornamented with small raised stars in 
biack enamel. Stillathird design consists of 
pale yellow gold, the bracelet being made 
of three strands of seemingly flexible gold, 
which are braided together and clasped by 
means of a bow of gold in which is a small 
buckle of garnets. These are all very pretty, 
and are in perfect taste. One of these hand- 
some ornaments made with exquisite taste and 
beauty is certainly preferable to ten or twenty 
jingling bangles which now having lost the 
noveity are of no value. The long slender scarf 
pins continue to be much worn and admired. 
They are made in every conceivable design, 
some of which are beautiful. The handsomest 
combine two or three varieties of gold, and 
some are richly enameled. I have seen a few in 
silver filagree which are lovely. Indeed, orna- 
ments of this exquisite workmanship increase 
every day in popularity. It is hard to find any- 
thing more beautifully suited for wearing with 
young girls’ evening toilettes. It is so iight 
and graceful that I wonder it does not find even 
more admirers. It is not too costly, neither is 
it so cheap that one need imagine it a worthless 
article. Of course there are many imitations 
which turn black at one wearing and remain s 
but the pure silver retains its brilliancy, an 
when dusty or soiled requires but soap, water, 
and asoft brush.

It has, I think, a much prettier effect by gas- 
light than has gold. I have been shown many 
toilettes with either fringes, broderies, or gar- 
lands of silver. These latter comprise flowers, 
leaves, and fruits, and arecharming. Two ball- 
dresses being prepared for the Martha Wasbing- 
ton reception are for young ladies whoare twins. 


They are of silk and finest gauze, and are exactly

New Yorks, Jan. 17.—Modjeska daily grew in 
favor as Adrienne, a role that permitted only 
the promise of her powers to appear. As 
Camille she has at a single stroke taken the me- 
tropolis by storm. The enthusigesm is genuine 
and significant. Tue Fifth Avenue Theatre has 
but one trouble now,—it ia not large enough 
for its star.“ Np wonder the San Franctsco 
audiences were beside themselves. The stories 
from the Pacific Coast which were laughed at 
incredulously not lang ago, are accepted pleas- 
urably to-day. Modjeska broucht the truth of 
the matter with her. She revealed it Monday 
night fully enough to stop eayil, I haze seen 
many New York audiences, includin ose pre- 
sumably critical of “the critical, Boston. 
but this one put them at as discount. 
I never saw one in a theatre show so 
much life in the way of deep demonstrations of 
delight and approval as did that in those Fifth 
Avenue Monday evening.

“THE EXILES.” 
2 GREAT PLAY AT THE BOSTON THEATRE 
From Our Own Correspondent, 

Boston, Jan. 17.—The great popular play of 
„The Exiles, of which I made mention in my 
last letter, has a better and a deeper plot than 
I had been led to expect by the criticisms I had 
seen upon it. In French hands, upon the 
French stage, fresh as it came from the pen of 
Sardou,—for the play is really mostly the work 
of this distinguished dramatist,—i¢ has very 
little of Eugene Nus or Prince Lubornirsky 
init. The latter, indeed, merely gave the sug- 
gestion of the plot. And this, worked over by 
the inimiteble skill of Sardou, gives us the dra- 
matic story, whieh [ will indicate. It is a 
drama, in five acts and ning tableaux. The ac- 
tion is in Russia and Siberia, in the year 1857. 
It will be perceived at once by this locale what 
the scenery must be if fully carried out in a 
realistic manner. 
prietors of the Boston Theatre have certainly 
spared no expense in this matter; and, if we 
may believe travelers’ descriptions ana the ver- 
dict of the initiated, we must be satisfied that 
WE HAVE GOT THE THING WE BARGAINED FOR 
at last,—a piece of perfection in the way of real- 
istic representation. They haye paid $10,000 for 
the sole American right to the play to begin 
with. Then, nearly $80,000 more bas been ex- 
pended for new scenery, furniture, properties, 
etc. And, to the novice’s cye even, the results 
are magically real.

It will be remem- 
bered that he is the actor who, in “The 
Danicheffs,"’ made so fine an interpretation 
of Ossip. But the character of Maz Lussieres ig 
a more difficult one to portray, for the reason 
that it is less accentuated by the author.

PHILADELPHIA, Jau. 18,--The death of Lily 
Davenport Thorn has caused a ripple of ex- 
citement, and has recalled the incidents of her 
marriage, the only one in the Davenport fam- 
ily. Lily was the third daughter, and was 
born, as were also Fanny and Blanche, in 
London during their father’s first visit to 
London to support Anna Cora Mowats. Her 
age bas never been given, but she was probably 
about 30. She made her first appearance on the 
stage at the Chestnut Street Theatre in this 
city under the management of her father. She 
was probably the prettiest of the five daughters, 
having the broad shoulders and large, well- 
rounded limbs of the family, with greater per- 
sonal beauty than either of the others. She had 
been on the stage onlv a short time when 
she became acquainted with Mr. Frost Thorn, 


one of the jeunesse dore of the metropolis, and 


her marriage with him was as much against her 
father’s wishes as it was repugnant to the feel- 
ings of his family. He forgave her, however, 
but they never did. They secured an ascend- 
ancy over him, and, although he did not neglect 
her, he, nevertheless, kept on good terms 
with the family despite the fact that 
they ignored his wife. His father 
made his money in pork-packing and in Texas 
land speculations. His sister married Commo- 
dore W. V. Garner, and the circumstances of 
their death need no recalling to mind. They 
were drowned by the sudden capsizing of the 
yacht Mohawk, and Mr. Thorn was lost in the 
same catastrophe. Commodore Garner left 
something like twenty millions. Since his death 
the family’s treatment of her has been shameful. 
She attended her husband’s funeral in New York, 
but the relatives ignored her presence even over 
his dead body, and never lifted a finger to 
help her or the two bright children that were the 
result of their union. While her father lived 
he supported ber, but at his death she felt com- 
pelled to return to the stage. She was offered 
several engagements, but accepted one with 
John McCullough to go to Baldwin's, San 
Francisco. But consumption had claimed her, 
and, when the cancellation of Mr. McCul- 
jough’s compelled the closing of his contracts, 
disease had already made it impossible for her 
to have filied it. She grew worse, but began to 
mend in the fall.

To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cricaco, Jan. 19.—I am one of the unfor- 
tunates who are obliged to ride in the cars of the 
North Side Railway, on the Larrabee line, and I 
speak the opinions of hundreds of my fellow- 
unfortunates when I say that for filthy cars, 
impudent and disobliging corductors, and a 
general management that shows an utter disre- 
gard of the comfort, convenience, or wishes of 
their must-be patrons,” this road towers far 
above all competitors. 

These cars, filthy at all times, are in wet 
weather unfit for the transportation of stock ; 
and many who remember the long spell of wet 
weather last fall must recall with loathing the 
disgraceful condition in which these cars were 
to be found. Onthe first trip they were wet 
and muddy from the travel of the day before, 
and at 6 o’clock they were under a good three 
inches of beaten mud. 

i have frequently counted eighty-five people 
on one of these cars, making such a heavy load 
for a pair of thin, small, and half-starved 
horsesthat some of the passengers were com- 
pelled to assist in shoving the car up an incline. 
On the Lincoln avenve route, the cars are bet- 
ter; some are very good; but the conductors 
are as impudent when thev can find a chance as 
on the other line, giving one the impression 
that their Superintendent considers impu- 
dence and a course of petty annoyances towards 
passengers very desirable qualities. The oblig- 
ing conductors on the, North Side could be 
counted an the fingers of one hand. 

This m ement may adda percentage to

I speak with reference to the numerous 
complaints against the horse-car companies of 
this city. I may state here that it is not from 
any mercenary motive that I send you this com 
munication. I ride quite often on the Cottage 
Grove line, and my observations are that the 
South Side Company is as well managed, and 
caters as much to the wishes of the complaining 
portion of the public, as any other Company iu 
the country. The burden of complaint seems to 
be that weary people are not furnished with 
seats on what are known as “rush trips.” It 
requires but a moment’s thought by thinking 
people to see how impracticable, not to say un- 
reasonable, it is to expect the Car Companies to 
seat everybody on these trips. I find, upon 
inquiry, that at the rush time“ in the 
evening there are twenty-eight regular 
and ten “extra” cars sent out. which 
places them only two minutes apart from Thir- 
ty-uinth street. There are also nine regular 
cars ron from Twenty-fifth street. Indiana av- 
enue people find a like number there; so that 
below Eighteenth street there is little else than 
two continuous lines of cars running either 
way on Wabash avenue. Similar scenes on 
State strect. The West and North Side Compa- 
nies, I beiieve, — themselves as creditably 
It is about five miles from Thirty-ninth — 
to Randolph street—one cent a mile. Pray, 
complaining populace, what further accommo- 
dations would you like for a cent a mile? The 
truth of the matter is, that the growls ”’ 
come not from the better class, but from the 
obtuse excrescences of society, who have little 
or no other e om than to find fault with 
everything and everybody about them.
